WE have the honour to submit to you our Tenth Report upon the progress of 
Prison Discipline, as well as upon the state of each Gaol in Ireland. 

It will appear by the Special Reports in the Appendix that the County Gaols 
are, with a few exceptions, in a highly improved condition. The advance of use- 
ful employment for the Prisoners has been more satisfactory within the last than 
in any preceding year ; and we trust that within another year every County Gaol 
will exhibit a scene of general industry. In this object we are particularly 
interested, and have urged an increased attention to it in our general Report. 

The Bridewells are nearly completed, and present a system of order and 
accommodation not to be found in the minor Prisons of any other country. 

We have made some observations upon the comparative Expenditure of County 
Gaols, in reference to tbe Account Sheet in our Appendix, which we think it 
important to point out.

INSPECTORS GENERAL OF PRISONS IN IRELAND. 



GENERAL STATEMENT 

OF THE PROGRESS OF PRISON DISCIPLINE : 
7 Geo. IV. c. 74, s. 55. 



W E are enabled to commence our Tenth Report by stating, that on the important 
work of building effective County Gaols and Bridewells, a considerable 
advance has been made within the year in the small proportion which remained to 
be done. The new Gaol at Castlebar, and the House of Correction at Clonmel have 
been commenced; the unfinished Gaols have made good progress; the County Gaols 
at Mullingar and Carlow have been opened ; the Bridewells of the county of Kerry 
(eight in number) have been completed and opened ; and above all, the Board of 
Superintendence of the county of Down have commenced a system in the new Gaol, 
on a scale suitable to the extent of the building, and founded on the best principles 
of Prison Discipline : exclusive of these leading features in the system, several 
detached minor Prisons have been finished. Such has been the progress of the 
last year ; and we trust that with respect to the few counties in which our views 
are not as yet adopted by the Grand Jury, another year will enable us to make 
a favourable Report. 



The state of the classes of County Gaols given in our Ninth Report (p. 6i) 
remains as last year, as compared with the year 1821 ; viz.

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We have however to observe, in the case of the 3d Class, that the Grand 
Juries are beginning to feel that the old Gaols, which in 1821 were considered 
as not requiring additions, are not sufficient to meet their present improved system. 
In one of these counties (Tipperary) an extensive House of Correction has been 
commenced, and in some others of that Class the Boards of Superintendence have 
expressed their opinion that a similar measure must be resorted to. It is pro- 
bable that a proposition for this purpose will be made to the Grand Juries of 
Fermanagh and Antrim (for the town of Belfast) at the next Assizes. 



COUNTY GAOLS. 



THE discipline of this class of Prisons has decidedly improved within the last 
year. There are certain particulars in which the County Gaols may now be 
universally reported as well conducted, viz. in respect to cleanliness, humane 
and gentle treatment of the prisoners, ample supply of all allowances, of good 
bedding, fuel, &c. &c. In the particulars which have respect to the rights of 
prisoners, the provisions of the Prison Act are carried into effect with but one 
exception, viz. the general issue of clothing to the different classes. On this sub- 
ject we need not repeat the opinions which we have so often in vain made public ; 
we shall only refer to our Eighth Report, and add, that the Convicts on board 
the Hulks have this year been supplied with a full suit of excellent clothing at 
the cost of 6$. 10 d. including their being made. 

There is, however, another class of enactments unconnected with the rights of 
prisoners, and which serve as guards to the discipline of the Gaols, and to render 
imprisonment productive of advantage to the public, which are still very much 
neglected in many of our County Gaols. 

The first of these which we shall notice, is the want of Bye-laws, in conformity 
with the 4th Section of the Prison Act. The printed Code sanctioned by the 
Court ot King s Bench, has been circulated to the Board of Superintendence of 
every county, to be used as each may see fit ; either to be adopted under their 
authority as the appointed bye-laws of the county, or to be received with such 
omissions, additions or alterations as local circumstances may require, and as 
they may propose for the approval of the Court. Notwithstanding our frequent 
representations, we are sorry to find some of the County Gaols still suffering from 
the want of a defined rule of duty, and exhibiting irregularities in consequence of 
it. A still more important defect is much to be deplored in many counties, in the 
want of general employment for the prisoners, under the imperative enactment 
of the 104th section 7th Geo. 4, c. 74- To this subject we shall, however, 
devote a separate chapter. 

We were happy to find on our last tour, that the system adopted on the 
appointment of additional officers on the removal of the military guard from our 
County Gaols has been much improved, and that the principle of the beneficial 
change which has taken place is very generally understood : the consequence is, 
that the employment of a number of persons exclusively as a guard, is now 
abandoned in almost every county, and the additional officers are applied to 
improve and strengthen the interior discipline, and to guard against escapes or 
violence by prevention, rather than to depend on resisting and subduing them by 
physical force ; the one system being effective to prevent the existence of evil, the 
other only to defeat its bad consequences to the public. 



BRIDEWELLS. 

THE state of the Bridewells of Ireland is very similar to that of the County 
Gaols. They have been, with a few exceptions, newly built, it being imprac- 
ticable to give effect to the law, or to avoid actual cruelty to the prisoners, in the 
old Prisons of this class. In but two instances are the provisions of the Prison 
Act in that respect unfulfilled.

We may venture to say, that we do not now report upon Bridewells indi- 
vidually, but by Counties. We find, with a few exceptions, either that the whole 
of the Bridewells of each county are in a satisfactory state, or that the whole are 
neglected. This state of things perfectly accords with our principles of Prison 
Discipline, inasmuch as it proves that the state of the Bridewells in each county 
entirely depends on the fact, whether the Board of Superintendence do or do not 
personally take upon themselves the management of these Prisons, which form 
a part of their charge under the 7th Geo. 4, c. 74. Any person who is acquainted 
with the details of public business must know, that when public establishments, 
consisting of several apartments, furnished and liable to be occupied by the 
most mischievous class of inmates, with yards which require to be kept in 
order, complicated returns to be made, and a system of discipline to be carried 
on under very precise rules laid down by the Court of King’s Bench, such 
establishments being, moreover, scattered through the most remote parts of the 
kingdom, and placed in the care of persons on a salary of 10/. or 20 1 . a year, — 
any experienced person must know that establishments so circumstanced, if left 
to themselves, with no controul but an occasional visit of an Inspector-General, 
must, in the nature of things, fall into a comparatively irregular and discreditable 
state, and that nothing can secure their good management but a system always in 
operation and checking every movement. And if such results from local controul 
are obvious to common observation, it follows (what, in point of fact, we find 
upon our tours of inspection,) that the comparatively good and bad Bridewells 
will be classed by Counties. In this important particular, the county of Cork has 
taken the principal lead, and it is very much owing to their success, and the con- 
sequent admirable state of their Bridewells, that we have been enabled so confi- 
dently to put forward this principle which we have so often reported. In the 
county of Kerry, eight new Bridewells have been established under the guardian- 
ship of the Board ; in Clare four ; in Antrim two ; in Limerick six ; and the con- 
sequence is, that the Bridewells of these counties, acting directly under the Boards 
of Superintendence, present, generally speaking, a state of order and discipline 
not to be seen in prisons of the same minor degree of importance in any other 
country ; they form complete miniatures of the modern County Gaols : whereas 
in those counties in which the Boards do not extend their care beyond the 
County Gaol, a very different state of things exists ; and we fear that nothing 
but the effect of our own official duties, both respecting their discipline and 
returns, prevents the Bridewells of those counties from falling into a state of dis- 
order and dilapidation, which would render the sums which have been expended 
upon them a waste of the public money. We have renewed our endeavours every 
year, and shall continue to do so, as we rest, for the ultimate success of the 
admirable system laid down in the Acts relating to Prisons (all Prisons in Ireland ), 
entirely on the active exertions of the Local Boards. 



EMPLOYMENT FOR PRISONERS. 

Although this subject has not been unnoticed in any of our former Reports, 
we approach it with a peculiar anxiety to draw the public attention, as the system 
of Prison Discipline advances. We have now very nearly accomplished the 
first great work which was to be done in giving effect to the enactments of 
the Legislature, viz. the building of Gaols and Bridewells, affording the accom- 
modation necessary to carry into effect the provisions of the Prison Act; we have 
also seen the interior economy of almost every Gaol brought to a comparatively 
good state ; cleanliness universal ; together with a legal supply of allowances 
to prisoners. The remaining defect principally to be lamented, and to which we 
before alluded, is the want of employment for prisoners. The law is imperative 
upon the subject, its paramount utility is universally acknowledged by the 
Boards of Superintendence, and yet it is not enforced ; and why ? This is 
a most important inquiry, as we consider that the permanent substantial value of 
prison Discipline depends entirely upon the ultimate effect given to the intentions 
of the Legislature, who have established the principle, that every Gaol is to be 
a house of industry, — of effective and general industry. The determining the par- 
ticular description of work to be done in each Gaol, and appointing the same, 
devolves upon the Board of Superintendence (Prison Act, s. 104). The keeping 
152. B 2 all 
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all pauper prisoners to such work is the duty of the Governor (same sect), while 
H is the duty of the Local Inspector to see that every regulation is carried into 
efleet. In too great a proportion of Gaols none of these duties are performed • 
and the question is very important, on whom does the responsibility rest of still 
causing a great proportion of the Gaols of Ireland to remain scenes of idleness 
contrary to law ? The first duty appears to belong to the Board, viz. to discover 
and appoint suitable work. The common reasons assigned for non-performance 
ot this duty are threefold : 1st An opinion (certainly erroneous) respecting the 
liability of prisoners of certain classes to involuntary and unproductive labour and 
particularly to the work of “stone-breaking-,” adly, The difficulty of procuring 
work ; and, 3dly, The danger of employing the prisoners in certain works. On 
these we shall briefly observe, 1st, There are in Gaols two descriptions of employ- 
ment, hard labour, which is confined to persons under sentence thereto and 
work t, under the 104th section, which is applicable to all poor prisoners. In 
deciding upon the nature of the employments which properly belong to these 
objects respectively we submit that the following is the fair distinction”- viz. that 
whatever work (such as the tread-wheel, &c.) is clearly of a punitive character 
and calculated merely to punish or degrade the prisoner, tendino- perhaps to no 
use or profit, such employment should be confined to the hard-labour class- but 
any work which is an ordinary employment for the labouring classes out of Gaol 
(such as ordinary trades, breaking stones for the roads, &c.) may be fairly applied 
to the general employment of the prisoners in Gaol; and it is to be observed 
that the Act makes no distinction except that of a prisoner who provides for hi 5 
own support, and a poor prisoner supplied by the county, and who, whether 
tried or uutned, k eqnally habie to such employment. It is a monstrous error 
which ,s allowed to prevail with respect to the untried classes in many Gaols 
that the ordinary labour of the industrious man out of Gaol is not a reionable 
task to impose upon an untried prisoner, and that it is reasonable that an untried 
prisoner should remain idle in Gaol under a criminal charge, while he is sup- 
ported by the labour of the industrious poor of the country. 2d The want of 
general employment, on the assumed difficulty of procuring it, we do not hesitate 

f * P m ° St CaSe ! *° the w , ant of «Sl and exertion on the 
part of the Governors. Working dosses imply working officers, and where the officers 
are indisposed to introduce a scene of industry in the place of a scene of idleness 
they are seldom at a loss to discover some difficulty in the way of appointing 
suitable means for general employment, which deceives too many of those whS 
al ?. iP po i nt l d t0 eontroul them. We have invariably found, that in Gaols in 
which a bad system prevails in other things, work is represented as imprac- 
ticable ; while in those Gaols m which other evidences of talent and zeal are to 
be met, a scene of active industry also appears ; and we have no hesitation in 
lf GoTem ° rs of t] ? ese Ga ° is in which employment is generally 
established were to change places with the Governors of those counties in which

3d. Of the excuse, that it is dangerous to place in the hands of prisoners the 
hammers or other implements of labour, which could be used as offensive weapons 
we cannot speak m terms of too marked disapprobation. Such an objection 
made by the Governor of a Gaol would at once mark him, in our opinion as 
a person wholly unqualified for h,s situation; not more deficient in every highej 
principle of moral discipline, than in that firmness necessary to conduct even 
a lower system of government. Such Governors do not apprehend danger from 
idleness, which is the parent of every mischief and of every plot that® can be 
planned in a Gaol. We, on the contrary, apprehend every danger from a system 
f ' d a £ d T1C10 “ S association among the prisoners, and are confident, that in 
a Gaol where a day of labour is followed by a night of solitude, the instru- 
ments of labour will never be turned to any dangerous use. 

Thus are we persuaded that though the first omission is apparently to be 
attributed to the Board of Superintendence, the difficulties which cause that 
“ P0 " them by those whose peculiar duty 

We shall close this subject with pointing out a most injurious effect of idleness 
Prisons, and one on which our feelings are particularly alive. It has been 
0 objected 
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objected to the present improved system of Prisons and Prison Discipline, that it 
operates as an inducement to crime. Of this injurious error we have before ex- 
posed the fallacy. There must, however, be some plausible ground for an opinion 
which has spread so far, and we think we can fully account for it. The modern 
Acts relating to Prisons have a double character. They have, in the first place, 
provided for the reasonable comforts of the inmates of our Gaols ; they have sup- 
plied the necessities of the pauper who cannot provide for himself ; but, on the 
other hand, they have guarded that system by subjecting every man who is 
a “ pauper prisoner under the Act,” to certain restrictions, which abate his desire 
to go to Gaol. In the old Gaols there was a want of comfort, with the com- 
pensation of total idleness ; and we have shown, that such is the charm of the 
latter, that the old Gaols were more attractive than the new, in which restriction 
and labour (particularly the latter) are set off against comfort. But what must 
the attraction be when the comfort of the modern is added to the idleness of the 
former system ? This plain and obvious statement of the case may, we trust, 
excite the attention of those Boards of Superintendence, and induce them even yet 
to make an exertion to overcome the difficulties which are thrown in their way in 
accomplishing the all-important object of securing general employment. By the 
general backwardness on this subject, we are really giving weight to suspicions 
founded on prejudice and ignorance, as to the tendency of modern views of dis- 
cipline. We are subjecting to misrepresentation the most sound and valuable 
principles, establishing dangerous errors, and confirming the mischievous in- 
fluence of unqualified and uneducated public officers, to whom we, without hesi- 
tation, attribute the remaining defects in this system. 

In several of our Gaols, industry has very much advanced, particularly in those 
recently rebuilt; and in no/One instance have we found that work has failed, 
without our being able to state, either that the Board do not systematically 
attend, or that we have other proofs of the inefficiency of the resident officers.

The department of the District Lunatic Asylums is going on in the most 
satisfactory manner. We found those which are in full operation at Armagh, 
Limerick, Londonderry and Belfast, in the highest state of order and cleanliness, 
and affording every other evidence of an efficient system of government. The 
Commissioners of General Controul have recommended that to each Asylum an 
additional building should be attached for the reception of incurables, idiots and 
epileptic cases, with a view to relieve the several counties from the necessity of 
keeping up a second Asylum, or of disturbing the order of their County Gaols 
by the committal of lunatic cases. The suggestion has not as yet been acted 
upon, but in some of the Asylums the Local Commissioners have admitted the 
additional number, and have contrived to accommodate them in the present 
buildings. 

The experience of every year proves that the number of idiots, and of other 
cases suitable to an Asylum for incurables, are so numerous throughout Ireland, 
as to render any public provision that could reasonably be made for their recep- 
tion inadequate. It has been suggested by the Local Commissioners at London- 
derry, that a Provincial Asylum should be established in a central situation in 
each province, and on a large scale, to receive from 500 to 600 patients ; but it 
is to be feared that even such an establishment in each province would not meet 
the wants of the country ; and it therefore appears the most feasible plan to con- 
fine Provincial or District Asylums to that most important object to which those 
already built are now applied, primarily to the reception of curable cases, adding 
such a limited provision for incurables as has been recommended by the Com- 
missioners of General Controul. 

Nothing can be more satisfactory than has been the appointment of the Local 
Boards of Commissioners attached to each district. The entire controul and 
regulation of the Asylums are placed in their hands, and their regular attendance 
and effective services have been of infinite value. To that, and to the judicious 

selection 
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selection of the manager appointed by His Majesty’s Government, are to be attri- 
buted the success of the system and present state of the several establishments. 

The only District Asylum not before named, and which is in operation, is the 
Richmond Asylum, now confined to the counties of Dublin, Meath, Wicklow and 
Louth. A very important change has taken place for the better in the manage- 
ment of this institution since our last Report, and it promises extremely well 
under the present manager. The system is, however, embarrassed by the great 
number of incurables handed over from the former public Asylum, as well as by 
a number of patients of the same description remaining who do not properly 
belong to the district. We have, however, every reason to expect, that when 
these difficulties shall be removed, this Asylum will bear comparison with the 
others of the same class. 

It is gratifying to state, that on our last tour we found the small Asylums for 
incurables, which remain in the counties which have disposed of their curable 
cases in the District Asylums, quite altered in their mode of management. These 
necessary Asylums, the miserable condition of which we have so often censured 
and deplored, are now kept in the best order, and fully answer the purpose for 
which they are intended. This is an indirect public benefit arising from the 
establishment and example of the District Asylums, and in some cases promoted 
by the occasional superintendence of their managers. 

ACCOUNTS. 

THE examination of the expenditure of Prisons being a part of the duty 
allotted to us, we have for several years inserted in our Report a comparative 
statement of the Expenses of each County Gaol, brought under view in one sheet ; 
thus placing the various heads of account in these establishments in direct con- 
trast with each other in the several colums. ( See Appendix.) 

We consider that the care of this department of Prison Discipline is so imme- 
diately the province of the Boards of Superintendence and Grand Juries of coun- 
ties, that we have heretofore satisfied ourselves by exhibiting facts, and furnishing 
them with such information as may enable each of the Grand Juries to judge by 
comparison of the economy of their own Gaols. We did hope that this informa- 
tion might have produced greater changes than we have perceived, and we now 
think that it may be important to draw a closer attention to the subject, and to 
make a few observations on the Account Sheet attached to this (our Tenth) Report, 
containing the expenditure of the several Gaols for the Year 1 83 1 . In doing this, 
we particularly point out the necessity of comparing the columns headed 
“ Average Number of Prisoners each Day ,” and “ Total Expenditure.” In form- 
ing an opinion of the comparative gross charge, it will, however, be necessary to 
advert to the columns of “ Repairs,” and “ Furniture ,” which are casual, and 
should be considered separately, and not as forming part of the annual expendi- 
ture of a Gaol. 

A considerable saving has been effected by the establishment of general 
kitchens, particularly in the new Gaols, and the consequent substitution of the 
mixed for the bread dietary ; the latter having been in almost universal use, as 
being the only description of diet that could with convenience or consistently 
with cleanliness be issued without a suitable provision for cooking. It will 
appear from inspection of the proper Column in the Account Sheet, that the 
cost of the bread dietary amounts to nearly double that of the mixed dietary. 
In 1826, we reported the former as being in use in 21 counties, whereas it now 
remains in but 10. This change of dietary in 11 Gaols (taking the difference of 
the amount of each table of diet at 2 \ d., and the average of prisoners at 100,) 
would produce a saving of 4,000/. a year. 

We are concerned to see that so great an inequality still remains in different 
counties, in the amount of those charges the excess in which produce no benefit 
to the Prison in procuring a better description of officer, or superior means of 
discipline, but which only prove improvident contracts or inattention to economy, 
particularly in the article of fuel, the variance in the charges for which can 
he accounted for on no reasonable ground of calculation. In one of the counties, 
this item (supplied in turf) amounts to the enormous sum of 50 3/. 185. &d. in 
the last year : and it is to be observed, that in the same county the mixed dietary 
(averaging 3 \ d. per head in other parts of Ireland) is rated at 8 d. per head, as will 

J 52. B4 appear 
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appear by the Account Sheet. Such charges call for the interference of the Grand 
Juries. It is also remarkable, that in establishments which exceed in such charges, 
the other heads of charge which relate to the comforts of the prisoners, or which 
would aid a well-appointed system, will be almost invariably found to be pro- 
portionally low, particularly the heads of “ Male and Female Clothing,” “ Sta- 
tionery” (including books), “Sundries” (probably including implements of industry, 
and many useful miscellaneous charges), &c. &c. &c. 

We trust that this subject may be taken into consideration in the ensuing year, 
as we are convinced that a considerable saving may be effected in some of the 
County Gaols. This we do not desire to see accomplished by diminishing the 
number or the salaries of deserving officers, or reducing the remuneration for 
Valuable services too low to bring forward candidates properly qualified, or by 
restricting the means of moral government or the prescribed comforts to prisoners ; 
on the contrary, we are convinced that such expenses are economical in the end, 
it being the certain effect of a well-conducted system, to operate favourably in a 
financial as well as in a moral point of view ; it is not. only calculated to check 
waste and peculation, but to diminish expense by diminishing crime, and the con- 
sequent re-committal of prisoners. We recommend a saving by economy, in the 
choice of dietary, and in the contracts for the same ; by a strict regulation in the 
issues of fuel, and all other allowances. We could wish also to see an alteration 
in the amount of charges under the head of “ Sundries,” an item that cannot be 
kept too low. We cannot conceive, indeed, of what a charge of “ Sundries,” 
amounting to from 300 1. to 450 /. a year, can be composed, which cannot be placed 
under any of the heads contained in the printed form. It is unnecessary for 
us to enlarge upon this subject ; it is obviously of great importance, and as Grand 
Juries can now judge from the Return which we have submitted, how their re- 
spective counties comparatively stand in respect to every head of expense, and are 
enabled by our statement to compare the total cost of their Gaols with those of 
others, and with the average number of their prisoners, we feel that we have done 
our duty as Inspectors of Prisons. 

We have added, in the Appendix, an account of the total expenses of the 
Bridewells throughout Ireland. The only measure of economy which we can 
suggest in this class of prisons, is the adoption of cautionary local measures to 
prevent the keepers from bringing to charge the diet of prisoners who are able to 
support themselves. In this respect, we see a great diversity of practice in dif- 
ferent Bridewells; in a great proportion, almost the whole of the prisoners are 
placed as “poor prisoners” under the Prison Act, and dieted at the public 
expense, while in other Bridewells much care is taken upon the subject, and not 
one tenth of the prisoners are thrown upon the public. We are aware that there 
are in this respect different circumstances affecting different Bridewells ; some 
are placed on public lines of road, and particularly on those leading from the 
more distant prisons to the County Gaol, consequently a great proportion of their 
prisoners are in transitu , and are strangers, who are not within reach of those 
means of self-support which their homes would afford. Other Bridewells are 
principally concerned with persons resident in the towns in which they are respec- 
tively situated, of whose ability to provide for themselves a local inspector can 
judge, and who are near to their place of abode. These things are to be taken 
into consideration; but after a fair allowance being made for such varieties of local 
circumstances, they do not account for the great difference which is to be seen 
in the quarterly accounts made to our office, under the 95th section of the Prison 
Act. On the whole, it is gratifying to observe that the total amount of these 
quarterly returns of 93 Bridewells for the last year (including all expenditure on 
account of diet, fuel, straw, incidents, and many repairs, which prevent gradual 
dilapidation, from which heavy expenses ultimately arise to the county), does not 
exceed 1,500/. for the whole of Ireland, and it is to be observed that the great 
proportion of this expense consists in the cost of Diet, whereas for every day 
during which a prisoner is supported in a Bridewell, his support is saved in the 
County Gaol, while a great number support themselves in the Bridewells, who if 
not detained there would live at the public expense in the County Gaol. These 
facts reduce the real cost of the Bridewells to a mere trifle ; and it is consolatory 
to think that these minor Prisons, a great proportion of which are most creditable 
public establishments, and the whole of which afford every reasonable comfort to 
the inmates, are substituted for the disgraceful scenes of degradation and cruelty 
which the Bridewells of Ireland exhibited within a few years past.

N O material alteration has taken place in this prison since the last inspection. In many Dublin 
respects, it is an establishment conducted with order and regularity ; it is kept very District. 

clean, and all supplies afforded to the prisoners according to law. The system does not, ' 

however, bear comparison with that which is in operation in the more recently established 
county gaols. 

The officers are much employed by external duties, in attendance on the sittings of 
the several courts, 8cc., and the interior duties of the gaol are not distributed with that 
regularity and distinct responsibility which exists in other counties in which such inter- 
ruptions do not occur. 

The school is regularly carried on, and the female class conducted in a creditable manner 
under efficient matrons, and with the advantage of the attendance of a committee of ladies. 

I have submitted to the consideration of the Board of Superintendence, the expediency of 
introducing a general system of prison dresses. It is a measure productive of many ad- 
vantages, and It is very questionable whether it would be attended with any expense beyond 
that already incurred on account cf clothing. 

It is also worthy of consideration, whether a considerable saving may not be effected by 
the establishment of a general kitchen, and the adoption of a mixed diet. 

The most injurious of all wants, that of employment for the poor prisoners in general, 
under the imperative provision of the Prison Act, section 104, still continues. It is un- 
necessary to point out the bad effects which arise from this defect. It is obvious that the 
combined effect of an ample supply of food, bedding, 8cc., with idleness, must be the

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Smithfield Penitentiary. 

THIS prison continues to improve in order and cleanliness, and there is now every rea 
son to approve of the management of it. The boys are diligently employed in the school" 
room, and their improvement in reading and writing satisfactory. The difficulty of pro- 
curing work has reduced the number of looms at work to 15, which operates disadvanta- 
geous^ in every way, and has reduced the profits within the last year. 

The females are employed in needlework and washing. The latter is actively carried 
on, and the whole of the washing for Newgate, with some public washing, is done in the 
laundry of this prison. 

On the completion of this arrangement, in consequence of the accession of the Rich- 
mond Penitentiary to the city of Dublin, this penitentiary will be transferred to Govern- 
ment, and the boys and females removed to the other gaols.

Richmond Bridewell. 



THIS prison is set apart by proclamation issued in pursuance of the 7th Geo. 4 c 74 
s. 114, for the reception of male and female prisoners under sentence to imprisonment 
and hard labour. The system is carried on with great steadiness, and it presents an 
example in that important particular for the imitation of all other gaols. Too little progress 
has been made in the county gaol in giving effect to the provisions of the Prison Act (sec- 
tion 104), by finding employment for the prisoners who are supported at the public expense • 
and although it is admited that great difficulties do occur in the endeavour to provide 
work, and more especially of a productive and profitable description, yet we have no doubt 
that those difficulties are to a considerable extent to be overcome by efficiency and zeal on 
the part of the officers, and that, in point of fact, they do give way in prisons in which 
such qualifications are to be found, of which this prison* with some others, affords a satis- 
factory proof. 

Of the general order, cleanliness and interior economy of the Richmond Bridewell we 
have always been enabled to report favourably, and can now state, that it is improved 
within the last year : on the whole, the annual inspection has been very satisfactory, and 
we consider that this bridewell, as a respectable and useful public institution, is an establish- 
ment of the first class, and highly creditable to the city, and to the officers by whom it is 
conducted. 

The female side of this prison maintains its good character. The females are divided 
into three classes, and employed in useful works : their general appearance and deportment 
evinces the care and efficiency of the matrons : the most minute cleanliness is to be seen 
in clothing, dormitories and cells of the classes.

Dublin SINCE the period of our last Report, the arrangements have been completed for 
District. appointing this asylum as a District Lunatic Asylum for the counties of Dublin, Meath, 
Louth and Wicklow; and the institution has been placed under a moral manager, removed 
from the lunatic wards of the House of Industry; and we are gratified in being able to 
report, that the progress of improvement since his appointment has been so striking as to 
promise that this institution will be not inferior to the other asylums of the same class, 
and the management and order of which have been the subject of so many favourable 
Reports.

The House of Industry was confined to the recep- 
tion of incurable cases, transferred from the Richmond Asylum; whereas this exclusive 
appropriation of its wards cannot now be continued, and it will be for consideration, to 
what specific objects the accommodation of the luuatic department of the House of 
Industry, now the only public institution in Ireland for the reception of lunatics, shall be 
applied.

It is, under the present circumstances, unnecessary to enter into a detail of the defects 
of this gaol ; they have been pointed out in many Reports. The Grand Jury are fully aware 
of them, and there is but one remedy for them. 

The want of clothing is a striking, and indeed the only defect in the practical mode of 
conducting this establishment, and it is quite indispensable that prison dresses for males 
and females, with shoes and stockings, should be provided, at least to such an extent as 
to prevent nakedness. The females were almost, all without shoes or stockings. 

The general state of cleanliness and order bespeak much attention on the part of the 
local inspector and officers. , 

Since my last visit to the county of Antrim a most gratifying and creditable change has 
taken place in the bridewells of that county, for which 1 beg to refer to my Reports 
upon them. 

Bridewell of Ballymoney. 

THIS new prison is in every respect conformable to the law, containing apartments for 
the keeper, and separate yards, day-rooms and cells for the male and female prisoners : 
the cells are seven in number, well furnished, and kept in excellent order. 

The first inspection of this bridewell has been most satisfactory, and it is truly gratifying 
to contrast such establishments, affording every accommodation which the humane enact- 
ments of the Legislature prescribe, with the dungeons which disgraced every part of this 
country. J 1 

Ballymena. 

THIS bridewell possesses every accommodation and supply which is pointed out in that 
ol Ballymoney, with the advantage of being built upon a superior plan; it is more secure, 
and brings the prisoners better under the controul of the keeper, particularly at night. 

Antrim. 

THIS is the only defective prison in the county of the smaller class; it contains but two 
rooms, and no yards. Each room affords a fire-place, and sufficient bed, and the prisoners 
are (as they ought to be) quickly transmitted to the county gaol. 

Belfast House of Correction. 

THIS house of correction continues in the same state in which it has been reported for 
many years ; the building is in every respect unfit for the purpose for which it is intended. 
lh ® “” t principle of the corrective or penitentiary system is, that a separate sleeping cell 
shall be allotted to each prisoner. The most important light in which the labour and 
industry of a prisoner is to be viewed, is not either as a punitive or as a productive 
system; it is very material that crime should be punished, and that gaol work should be 
rendered profitable; but there is a higher object to be attained, the moral improvement 
of the inmates of the prison, and to attain this higher object, it is indispensable that all 
the system should tend to it; that while ihe means of useful employment and instruc- 
tion are afforded by day, the means of solitude and reflection should be provided at night, 
that thus good impressions should be confirmed ; whereas in the house of correction at 
Belfast, no such provision is made. The male and female prisoners are placed in crowded 
cells by night, in which it is much to be feared that any good effected during the day in 
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the work or school-room, or by the chaplains of the institution, will be effaced by the North' 
counteracting evil of the vilest association by night. District. 

It is but justice to the officers of the House of Correction to state that these evils are, * 

as much as the case will admit of, avoided by the steady discipline and persevering system of 
labour kept up by them, by which an object of much importance, and rarely attained 
in this country, is also effected, in the serious return of profit on the work of the prisoners, 
with which the public are credited in the account of each year. It is stated by the Re- 
turns of this prison, that the average daily earning of each man is 9 d. per day; of 
each boy, 6 d.

District Lunatic Asylum, Belfast. 

I found this asylum in the highest state of order and cleanliness, and was peculiarly 
struck with the kind conduct of the manager and Mrs. Cumming towards the interesting 
objects of their care. 

The following facts, to the accuracy of which T am enabled by inspection to bear 
witness, will best prove the happy and successful results which cannot but follow from 
such a system.

No part of the duty of the Inspectors-general of Prisons has afforded to them more 
satisfaction than the inspection of the District Lunatic Asylums. Nothing can be more 
gratifying than to see the several places of reception for the lunatic poor, which did for- 
merly present scenes of confusion, filth and misery, revolting to human feeling, now exhibit- 
ing so opposite a picture ; almost general industry ; the most minute order and cleanliness 
extending to the cells of those patients where infirmities render those objects most diffi- 
cult to accomplish ; a systematic neatness and uniformity of dress, which enables the eye 
of a visitor to rest with complacency upon the several classes, when ranged in their day- 
rooms or yards; above all, rare instances of sickness, of personal restraint or of confine- 
ment; and to see and reflect that all this change is accomplished by substituting kind for 
cruel treatment, and rendering the patients disposable to useful purposes conducive to 
their recovery, by rendering their present situation happy. 

County of jinnagh Gaol. 

IN reporting upon the gaol at Armagh it is necessary to draw a very distinct line 
between the state of accommodation afforded in the building, and the manner in which the 
establishment is conducted. In respect to the former, it is more deficient than any other 
county gaol in Ireland; both in the extent and nature of the accommodation, it is wanting 
in the most important particulars. If there is any one principle in prison discipline more 
essential than any other, it is the effect produced by a night of solitude. In this all 
observers, all writers upon the subject agree. The necessity of single sleeping cells has 
been the only point urged in a late Report of the Association for the Improvement of 
Prisons, and Prison Discipline in Ireland, a copy of which I hereunto annex. This 
vital principle is abandoned altogether in this prison. On the male side (of criminals) 
there is an average of from 80 to 100 prisoners, who are lodged in six rooms and 18 cells. 
Thus, after a day of useful labour or instruction, instead of confirming good habits by 
serious reflection in solitude, the prisoners are doomed to all the counteracting influence 
of the vilest association by night, when it is to be feared that any favourable impression 
which may be made on the minds of any individuals in the work-room or in the school, 
or from the instructions of the chaplains, will be effaced by the gross contrast of the 
conversation of their more depraved fellow prisoners. All effect of inspection is also 
wanted; for although a view of the yards can be commanded by a watchman upon 
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North Jjje walls, no officer is supposed to be stationed there. There are no work-rooms • 
District/ the classification is defective, and consequently the officers are left without the means’ 
v ' ot attempting the higher objects of prison improvement. 

With respect to the second consideration, there is much to be approved. Exertions are 
c m Se j n T‘ ch deserve the encouragement of being exercised on a more advantageous 
held, and afford an additional argument for building an addition to the gaol. 

The arrangements made by the Board of Superintendence are most judicious, and car- 
ried into effect with zeal by t.he local inspector. The system of cooking, serving the 
messes, &c. and the general order and cleanliness of the prison are most satisfactory. 

The principal defects which I observed, were the miserable description and bad state 
ot the bedsteads, and want ot clothing. I should recommend that in each cell the 
wooden bedstead should be replaced by two small iron ones, which would leave the same 
proportion of numbers in each cell, and afford separate beds when less than four persons 
s ould be confined in each cell. I should recommend a general issue of prison dresses 
as not more than a compliance with law; but if this proposal is objected to, should 
urge the providing such a supply as to allow articles absolutely wanted, and shoes in 
particular. 

The female prison is conducted in a satisfactory manner. I received a report of four 
and had an opportunity of proving one female (the others having been lately removed) 
who could read perfectly, and who did not know anything of letters at the time of her 
committal. The classes were separated at work, neatly clothed, and exhibiting every 
appearance of care and attention on the part of the matron, and it was most gratifying to 
me to find that the Ladies' Committee persevere in their benevolent labours, the beneficial 
effects ot which can in all cases be traced. 

On the whole, the system of the gaol of Armagh does credit to the Board of Superin- 
tendence and officers. ^ 

Bridewell at Ballybot. 

THIS prison did consist of two rooms, containing two beds each ; one room for males 
and one for females ; a day-room was subsequently added in the yard of each class. The 
day-rooms are of a very bad description, and must be damp in the winter season. The 
yards are rendered nearly useless by being converted by the keeper into a garden for his 
own use. r ° 

Market Hill. 

THIS small prison by no means contains the accommodation required by law • but it is 
very near the county town, and affords a room with a fire-place, &c. with a cell on the 
male and female sides, and separate small yards. 



Lurgan. 

THE new bridewell in this town is built upon a sufficiently large scale and on an excel- 
lent plan. The building is completed, but was not furnished or occupied at the time of 
inspection. It is likely to be a most satisfactory bridewell, and it is to be hoped may lead 
to the establishment of an equally effective prison at Ballybot.

Retreat near Laugkall. 

(Asylum of Mr. Allen.) 

I visited this small private asylum, and conversed with six inmates whom I found 
confined. The asylum appears to be conducted in such a manner as to afford every com- 
fort to the patients, and there is every appearance of humane and judicious treatment. 



County of Cavan Gaol. 

THE inspection of this county gaol has been extremely gratifying to me, as it has under- 
gone a striking change for the better since the period of my last Report. The means of 
iegal classification, and of introducing every part of the system of discipline prescribed by 
the Prison Act, have been provided by the addition made to the building. These advan- 
tages have not been lost by the Board of Superintendence, who have completed the ar- 
rangement of the whole system, in a manner most creditable and judicious, and in strict 
conformity with the provisions of the Prison Act. It is but justice to the local inspector 
to state, that much of the practical success of the system, and of the present improved 
state of the prison, is to be attributed to his ability and zeal. r 

The most important improvement to be observed in this gaol is the general and steady 
employment of all classes. The principal proportion of the male prisoners are kept to work 
in breaking stones, those sentenced to hard labour, at the tread-wheel, and a few at the 
trades of shoemaking, tailoring and weaving, &c. 

The amount of the profit of labour is kept with much regularity, and the third of their 
earnings paid to the several prisoners on their discharge. On the female side, the whole 
are constantly employed in spinning, plain-work, or washing. This class are placed in 
a house detached from the other parts of the prison, under the care of an efficient matron 
uniformly clothed and instructed, and in every respect giving evidence of much care and 
attention on her part. 

The male and female schools are well conducted, and the regulated books kept ; the 
latter is carried on in a well-appointed school-room ; the classes being separately brought at 
distinct hours for instruction. The progress is satisfactory. 

The system of general clothing in the classes of the male prisoners, is extended to all 
criminals tried and untried, a regulation not often attended to, but without which the 
interior of a prison cannot be considered as' complete. The mixed diet is now established, 
cooked in a general kitchen, and supplied with order by the turnkeys and wardsmen of the 
classes. 

Three additional turnkeys have been appointed on the removal of the military guard • 
two are employed as a watch, the others are competent officers, and are allotted to separate 
parts of the gaol ; their number affords a sufficient provision for the class duties, on the 
scale of classification of this prison ; and the beneficial effects of the removal of the guard 
are now felt and acknowledged in this as in every other gaol in which the change has been 
turned to good effect and safe custody, guarded by increased moral discipline, and by the 
appointment of skilful and attentive officers. 

On the whole, nothing can be more satisfactory than to see the gaol of the county of 
Cavan raised from the class of our most ineffective county prisons, and ranking with our 
best regulated and most useful establishments. 

County of Donegal Gaol, Lifford. 

THIS distinguished county gaol still maintains its pre-eminence amongst the prisons of 
the Northern district, many of which are reported to be in a highly creditable state, but 
none of which have so completely succeeded in giving full effect to all that the Prison Acts 
prescribe in its discipline and interior economy, as the gaol at Lifford, which we have so 
much considered as a model, that we have in instances recommended (and with good 
effect) to the officers of other gaols from neighbouring counties, to visit it. The state to 
which this prison has attained is much to be attributed to the ability and zeal of the Rev. 
Mr. Clarke, local inspector, whose unremitted attention we have reported for many years, 
and whose successful exertions are unabated. 

It is unnecessary to repeat in detail our observations on the minute order and cleanliness 
of this establishment, and on the precision with which the several parts of the system are 
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North carried on ; they remain as we have always found them. The work of the prisoners is very 

Dist rict, steadily pursued, and a considerable profit is made from the sale of the broken and pounded 

» ' stone. The local inspector has lately added the pounding of stones for manure ; several 

tradesmen are employed at their respective trades, and thus shoes are made, and other useful 
work is done in the prison. 

In the female classes a great improvement has been effected by the subdivision of the 
yards, and additional interior accommodation ; the latter is not yet completed. I found the 
female classes carefully attended to and instructed, and are kept employed in useful works. 

Some attention will be required to the supply of water, which in the summer season is 
deficient, producing unpleasant effects. 

The officers of this prison are particularly well trained and effective, they are clothed in 
uniform, and allotted to separate parts of the gaol. 

I should respectfully recommend to the Grand Jury to take into consideration the expe- 
diency of a general supply of clothing, the only thing wanted to render the system com- 
plete ; they can be procured at a very reduced price. 

Bridewell at Letterkenny. 

THIS new prison is in operation : it is not well planned, but affords such accommo- 
dation as the law requires ; containing two day-rooms, six cells and two prison-yards. 
A keeper is placed in charge who has acted as turnkey in the county gaol ; but for perma- 
nent good keeping it will wholly depend upon the Board of Superintendence. It forms 
a part of their charge, pursuant to the second section of the Prison Act; and in no instance 
have we ever known a bridewell to succeed without their direct and active care. 

Donegal. 

THE presentment has been made for a new bridewell in this sessions town, but not yet 
commenced. The illegal cell now in use should be abolished, and a room hired for 
sessions prisoners. 

Lifford Lunatic Asylum. 

THIS is a place of refuge for incurables and idiots, whose cases cannot be admitted 
into the District Asylum at Londonderry. It is now kept in a creditable state, and affords 
t© the patients every comfort which circumstances admit of. 

County of Down Gaol. 

THE first inspection of this extensive new gaol has been most satisfactory, as the Grand 
Jury have evinced the same liberality and sound views on the subject of prison discipline, 
in the arrangements and fitting up of the prison, which were so clearly proved by the 
erection of a building affording in so ampie a manner the means of carrying into the best 
effect all the humane provisions of the laws relating to prisons in Ireland. 

The officers have been appointed in precisely a right proportion to the extent and wants 
of the prison ; the governor possesses all those qualifications which have been so much 
overlooked in other counties, and which fit him to be placed at the head of such an esta- 
blishment. The matrons, deputy governor and turnkeys appear to be respectively efficient 
m their several departments, and the allotment and routine of duty is arranged in the most 
judicious manner. 

The arrangements for the work of the prisoners, under the 104th section of the Prison 
Act, are satisfactory. A tread-wheel is set on foot, and general employment, including 
looms, common trades, stone-breaking, &c. is established, extending even to the debtors'’' 
class ; and although the system has so recently commenced that it is impossible as yet to 
speak of profit, it promises a very favourable result ; favourable, no doubt, to the moral 
improvement of the prisoners, and it is to be hoped to the return of profit to the county. 
This is laying the foundation well, employment being the great object in prison discipline. 

rhe school at the male side of the prison is very well conducted : I examined several 
prisoners who had entirely learned to read and write since their committal. An arrange- 
ment is made by which the schoolmaster can attend to all the classes at the same time 
without disturbing the classification ; the school being held in the chapel, and each class 
confined to its own compartment, the schoolmaster going round upon a platform within 
the circle. We cannot quite consider the plan as effective as that reported in the county 
gaol at Cork, where each turnkey is a qualified teacher to his own class ; but it is the only 
other plan which has been adopted which is not extremely defective. 

The female department in county gaols has always been considered by us as one of the 
most decided importance, and we have in no instance seen a more promising commence- 
ment in the whole management of the female prisoners. They are divided into° four classes 
piaced under two very competent matrons ; they are uniformly clothed, instructed kept 
to useful works, and nothing could be more gratifying than their appearance and general 
deportment. ° 

The attention of the Board of Superintendence is now directed to the clothing of the 
male classes. It may be a subject of doubt on the construction of the Prison Act, whe- 
ther a general system of dress is required by law ; but there can be no doubt of the 
obligation to supply clothing to such an extent as to preclude partial nakedness, and want 
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of shoes and stockings. We do, however, much recommend a general supply; at least 
uniformity in the tried classes. A description of clothing can be contrived, which by the 
means of cheap materials and gaol manufacture may be provided at a very small expense ; 
and wc are confident that no want of zeal will be found in following up this very important 
object. In Londonderry gaol it has been carried into complete effect. 

A system of bye-laws has been prepared and put into temporary operation, without 
which a scale of duty so extensive could not be carried on ; but the Board have postponed 
the submitting them to the Court of King’s Bench for approval, until they shall have had 
further experience of their practical effect in the working of the various departments. 
When the bye-laws shall be printed, we should recommend the Grand Jury to bind up with 
them a lithographed plan of the gaol. 

In providing for the security of the gaol on the removal of the military guard, the Grand 
Juiy have adopted the true principle in not substituting a gaol guard, but have secured 
their prisoners by strengthening the interior means of discipline, and obliging the officers 
to watch the prison by a roster of duty kept for that purpose. 

We submit to the Grand Jury the low scale of the salaries of chaplains. — ( See 
Section 70.) 



Bridewell at Newry. 

THIS bridewell contains a day-room for male and one for female prisoners, with yards 
attached to each ; these yards have have been rendered of little use, being converted into 
gardens for the keeper. The bridewell is clean, and the necessary supplies afforded. 

This bridewell is the only one in the county Down, there being no prison in the quarter- 
sessions towns of Hillsborough and Newtown Ards, as required by the Prison Act (sect. 93), 
which is attended with inconvenience ; and it is the duty, of the inspectors-general to 
point out the defect, although they reluctantly hint at the expediency of further expense 
in a county so distinguished for the splendid scale and excellent discipline of the county 
gaol. 

The Board of Superintendence are aware that the bridewells are included in their charge, 
and have taken some steps to establish effective checks, by which they will be enabled to 
regulate the details of the prison at Newry, and of any other that may be established. 



County of Fermanagh Gaol , Enniskillen. 

I found this county gaol decidedly improved since my last inspection; but I have 
no hesitation in reporting to the Grand Jury, that the number of cells and day-rooms are 
not sufficient for the present and probable average number of prisoners, and that in other 
respects the plan and accommodation (as prescribed by the Prison Act) are so defective, 
in comparison with those of other gaols, and so inadequate to give effect to the present 
system of prison discipline, that it is most desirable, if not indispensable, that an addition 
should be built; and should the Grand Jury approve the suggestion, the most eligible 
course would be to attach a house of correction, on the radiating plan, to the present gaol, 
including a governor’s house commanding the whole of the yards, and a chapel. 

It was particularly gratifying to see that employment of the prisoners is so seriously 
taken up, and that the prospect of a good sale for the broken stones is so favourable. 
The work is very well done, and the advantage is very important in the improved state of 
the insulating passages and yards. 

I have suggested to the newly appointed local inspector, who seems to be an intelligent 
and zealous officer, that a better arrangement may be made with respect to the duties of 
the turnkeys. A mistaken principle has been adopted in applying the additional number 
appointed on removal of the military as a guard or watch, without connecting them with 
the interior discipline. The advantage contemplated from the receut measure of removing 
the military guards from county gaols was, that in lieu of the security afforded by such 
a force, a moral security would be substituted, arising from increased and more minute 
classification, and stricter watchfulness and attention on the part of the officers of the 
gaols. The best manner of arranging the system with this view has been fully explained 
to the officers : it will be found productive of much good under present circumstances, and 
indispensable in the event of an addition to the gaol, as now proposed. 

The clothing of the female class, and partial supply of dresses to the male, is much to be 
approved ; and on the whole, I have had much satisfaction in the present inspection of 
this prison. 

It is my intention to cause some plans to be submitted to the Grand Jury at the next 

assizes. 

Newtown- Butler Bridewell. 

THIS sessions town bridewell is finished and occupied, and contains legal accommo- 
dation. 
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County of Kildare Gaols. 



THE new gaol of this county will be occupied in the ensuing spring. It provide# 
such ample accommodation for prison discipline in all its branches, especially for emnlov 
“* ment and classification, and for affording a single cell for each prisoner at night, that it U 
quite unncessary to make any remark on the deficiencies of the old prison, and I look 
forward with great confidence to the new prison presenting an example of order, system 
and legal discipline. The expense incurred by the county in erecting this new gaol can 
only be repaid by the effects which the system may produce on the criminals confined 
The natural consequence of sound discipline will be not only an improved moral feeling 
amongst the prisoners, but a dread of confinement; such is the effect of the privation of 
liberty accompanied with strict discipline. Thus, a well managed gaol will always produee 
a proportionate diminution of crime in a county, and should this effect not be produced in 
the new prison, blame will attach to the officers. 

1 have only to submit for consideration that a tread-wheel should be erected, and that 
the furniture of the new gaol should be provided for. 

A new governor has been appointed since .our last inspection, and it is right I should 
report to the Grand Jury and the Board, that I found the old gaol much more clean and 
orderly and that I have every reason to be satisfied with his zeal and intelligence, and 
n hinii ^ " Iin & '^ ed °® cer f° r the trust which the high sheriff has reposed 

The local inspector and other officers of the prison are all attentive to their various 
duties. 

A thy Gaol. 

THE Board of Superintendence having provided for several matters recommended by 
the inspectors-general last year, with the exception of a tread-wheel, it is satisfactory to 
he enabled to make a very favourable report on the inspection of the current year. 

c t« The i, PnS i 0 - n 1S ramarka hly clean, and all the prisoners are clothed, and employed at 
stone-breaking, and the legal classification enforced. The female class is attended to by 
a qualified matron, and employed at schooling and other work, and the Board of Super- 
intendence meet monthly. There are not many prisoners confined in this small gaol ; but 
nagement of it by the local inspector and governor would do credit to a large 
establishment. The bye-laws recommended by the Court of King’s Bench have been 
adopted. Ihe furniture is complete, and the officers are all attentive to their duty. 
1 would recommend for the consideration of the Board, that the two turnkeys should 
instruct the male prisoners in reading for one hour each day.

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Manor Hamilton Bridewell. 

THIS prison is very badly attended to, and requires the care of the Board of Super- N 
intend ence; there is no bridewell in the North so ill kept; the keeper should be trained District 
in Carrick-on-Shannon or at Sligo gaol. . 



Londonderry Gaol. 

NO change has taken place in this extensive county gaol since my last Report, with the 
exception of the resignation of the late governor, and the appointment of the deputy- 
governor to his situation. This measure has been attended with a reduction of salary; 
but it is a question for serious consideration, whether the duties of a governor of a county 
gaol (especially of one fixed upon as governor of the House of Correction), in so extensive 
a county as the countjr of Londonderry, are not of so important a nature as to require 
a higher order of qualifications than are possessed by the present officer. In the gaols of 
Ireland, some compensation for the defect of talent in the office of governor is afforded by 
the services of the local inspectors, otherwise an injudicious appointment to the office of 
governor would be ruinous in its consequences to the prison discipline of a county. In 
our gaols, however, the more important duties of governor devolve in such cases upon 
the local inspector ; but although in this county that compensation is afforded by the 
efficiency and care of that officer, such is not the right order of things. A reference to 
the Account Sheet of our general Report (Appendix), will show that the salary of governor 
(now reduced to loo l. per annum) is in this county much lower, in proportion to the 
scale of committals, than that of any other county in Ireland. 

The accommodation in this gaol is complete ; it is perhaps the only one of our county 
gaols in which there is room to spare : it consequently affords ample means of classifica- 
tion. Since my last Report, the female prisoners have been removed from the two detached 
buildings to the front of the gaol, where they are judiciously classed, and placed under 
good regulations under a competent matron, by whom they are kept steadily to work, 
and instructed. 

The clothing in this prison has always been a most gratifying feature in its management, 
the county having for many years acted upon the true construction of the Prison Act on 
that head, and issued a general supply of uniform prison dresses strictly according to 
the schedule. 

The attention of the Grand Jury is again respectfully called to the state of the bride- 
wells in this county, they being the only prisons of Ireland of that class which have not at 
this late period been placed on an improved footing since the passing of the late Acts 
relating to prisons in Ireland, consequently their state forms an exception to the general 
improved state of the minor prisons in Ireland, which are now perhaps superior to those 
of any other country. We would call the attention of the Grand Jury to our Tenth 
Report (general Report), under the head of “ Bridewells.” 

Coleraine Bridewell. 

THIS town is not only the proper site for a county bridewell, but contains a prison 
attached to the local jurisdiction of the Corporation. There is one miserable place of con- 
finement, the only one in Ireland in which even bedding is not supplied. By the Prison Act 
(section 96), all prisons belonging to local jurisdictions are abolished, except in any cases 
in which advantage has been taken of the provisions of the 97th section, and proof given to 
the Lord Lieutenant that such jurisdiction has provided a sufficient gaol. After the passing 
of this Act, the prisons of local jurisdictions (not supplying legal prisons) were by name 
abolished, by proclamation published in the Dublin Gazette ; from this abolition Coleraine 
was exempted, in consequence of the declared intention of the Corporation to build a suit- 
able prison, and in this illegal state has the case remained since the year 1822. 

With respect to the county, they have no prison in Coleraine whatever, and it being a 
quarter-sessions town, it is our intention to lay before the Grand Jury at the next assizes a 
moderate plan for building a prison on as small a scale as will comply with the require- 
ments of the law, and we trust that it will receive a favourable consideration from 
them. 

When a county bridewell shall be provided for, it will be our duty to submit the state of 
the local prison to Government, stating our opinion that the same should be declared as 
abolished, the conditions of section 97 not having (in 10 years) been complied with. 

Magherafelt. 

THIS prison remains in the same state as when last reported on ; it neither contains 
egal accommodation nor is it secure, in consequence of having no place of residence for 
he keeper. An escape was recently effected, alter much damage done to the furniture and 
uuding. The urgency of the case of Coleraine has prevented us from urging a new build- 
j n g in this town, but 1 should strongly recommend the execution of the same plan in this 
own; this is not much to propose, when it is considered that throughout Ireland new bride- 
wells have been almost universally built, in some counties, six, eight and ten in number.

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Newtown Limavady. 

North A new bridewell has been built under the court-house, without reference to Government 
Dlstnct - . or inspectors-general respecting the plan, which is such as they would not have recom- 
mended ; there is however separation of male from female prisoners ; it is not far from the 
county gaol, and nothing further can be proposed.

This asylum continues to be conducted in the best manner, reflecting much credit on 
the Board of Local Commissioners, whose attention to the interests of the institution is 
unremitted, and proving the efficiency of the manager and matron, of the value of whose 
services we have before spoken in terms of praise. 

Since our last Report upon this asylum, the Directors have been authorized to make 
such alterations in the building as to enable them to receive into the asylum 150 patients, and 
although they have increased the number from 100 to 150, yet they find it insufficient to 
provide for the numerous incurable cases of the district, whose admission is attended with 
no benefit beyond the relieving their friends from a burden. 

The Directors are of opinion, that provision should be made for the incurables in a 
separate provincial building, sufficient to contain those dismissed as such from the district 
asylums now erected. 

The number of discharges in the past year have been very satisfactory, particularly 
when it is to be considered how great a proportion of incurables appear in the last return, 
and that in addition thereto, and notwithstanding that the asylum has been so long open, 
many patients appear now for admission whose malady has been of a long standing. 

The most happy results arise from constant employment, particularly garden-labour, which 
operates favourably on the mind and bodily health ; and we are gratified to find that every 
attention has been paid to the industry of the inmates. 



House of Industry, Lunatic Wards. 

I found a most striking improvement in this department of the excellent house of 
industry at Londonderry. The admissions are now confined to incurable cases and idiots; 
and nothing can be more gratifying than to observe the high state of order and cleanliness 
in which the patients are kept, enjoying under the present regulations of this asylum every 
comfort and advantage which their situation admits of. 
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County of Longford Gaol. 

SINCE the Report of Major Palmer of the last year, the system recommended by him North 
of establishing a general kitchen has been adopted, and the mixed diet is now issued with District 

order and regularity. It would still improve the system of the dietary if the utensils were ' 

kept in a general store, and brought io the day-rooms only during meal hours. 

The employment of stone-breaking has been carried on to a considerable extent, as ap- 

f ears by the returns on the work-book, but at the time of inspection was quite at a stand, 
t would be most desirable (without reference to the general question of the expediency of 
carrying on a permanent system of labour even at a loss to the county,) that a supply of 
stones should now be provided, as the yards and passages of the prison are in a very bad 
state from the want of solid and dry flooring, and the breaking of stones for that purpose 
would at once remedy this defect, and for a considerable time supply employment for 
the pauper prisoners ; a measure not more necessary to the moral government of the prison 
than imperatively required by the Prison Act. 

A material improvement has taken place in the flagging the inward surrounding pas- 
sage. I found a great deficiency of clothing, particularly of shoes, and have taken upon 
myself, under the 87th section of the Prison Act, to supply 15 dresses for the female class, 
to the good management of whom a certain degree of personal decency is essential. 

It is my duty respectfully to submit to the Grand Jury, that the present Board of Super- 
intendence has been formed without adverting to the provisions of the Act, either in respect 
to numbers or to the prescribed proportion of magistrates ; there being but seven members, 
none resident near the town, and but two magistrates, whereas the Act requires that half of 
the Board should be magistrates; and no act of the Board is legal without one magistrate at 
least to form part of the quorum by whom that act is done. It may be well to suggest that 
the reason for which the Legislature permitted that even half of the Board might be formed 
of members not in the commission of the peace, was in order to enable Grand Juries to 
introduce persons of known efficiency resident near to the county towns, whose constant 
attendance could be relied upon, and the exclusion of whom w ould deprive the county of 
valuable services. 

On my last visit to the gaol of Longford, I reported it as very materially improved, and 
expressed myself as much gratified by my inspection : since that period, Major Palmer has 
made a less favourable Report; and 1 regret to state that I consider the system as having 
much declined since the year 1829, the year of my last Report. 

Bridewells. 

THIS is the only county in Ireland in which there is no bridewell. 

County of Louth Gaol. 

I found this prison improved since my last inspection, and conducted with much good 
order and regularity. I was particularly struck with the distinct distribution of duty 
amongst the under officers, who were each allotted to separate portions of the gaol, and 
with the precision with which they appeared to carry on the details of their respective 
offices. The prison was extremely clean. 

It has been recommended by Major Palmer in his last Report, that additional accommo- 
dation should be built, and that preparatory thereto some adjoining ground should be pur- 
chased. It is a serious defect in this building, that the number of separate sleeping cells 
should bear so small a proportion to the average, and much less to the highest number of 
prisoners within the last year. 

Average number - - - 59 

Nights ditto - - - - 76 

Separate cells - - - - 31, with 1 1 other cells. 

It is however to be recollected, that the gaol was planned prior to the enactment of the 
7 Geo. 4, c. 74, s. 6, and the cells were purposely built with a view to receiving two prisoners 
in each. The system of prison architecture, by which a panoptic view is commanded of 
the classes and yards, was then also unknown, consequently defects exist which are without 
remedy. The provisions of the Prison Act are, however, carried into effect as well as cir- 
cumstances will admit, and the county gaol is too good to justify the recommendation of 
any extensive additions. 

The best engine of prison discipline is at work in this establishment, inasmuch as there 
is not only an effective tread-wheel for prisoners sentenced to hard labour, but a diligent 
system of employment for pauper prisoners, under the 104th section of the Prison Act. 

The point in which I feel that the want of accommodation is most injurious, is in pre- 
venting the proper classification of the female prisoners: the only day-room for female 
criminals, tried and untried, is also most defective in ventilation. To build a work-room for 
females in the yard would be a material improvement, and it appears to me that it could be 
well contrived by placing it upon the ground within the debtors’ yard, having no door or 
window except to the front, which front would range within the wall of the female yard, 
and thus all the ground occupied by this room would be taken from the debtors’ yard. The 
expense would be trifling. 

The office of matron was vacant on the day of my inspection : a day was however fixed by 
public advertisement for the election of a matron. 

* 52 - E 
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Bridewell at Ardee. 

North THIS small prison is the only bridewell in the county of Louth: it is conducted under 
District. the immediate care of the Board of Superintendence and local inspector at Dundalk, and 
does credit to them, being kept in the very beat order. The keeper appears to be very com- 
petent to perform his part with advantage to the public. The new prison contains every 
accommodation required by law, consisting of seven cells, with separate yards and day- 
rooms for male and female prisoners. 

Town of Drogheda Gaol. 

THE arrangements in this prison are on so small a scale, that there are not many general 
observations to be made. The building contains ample accommodation for the number of 
prisoners on the male side ; and although it affords no means of classification for females, 
the number are so few, that the total does not amount to the average number included 
in one class in any county gaol. The supplies of food, bedding, &c. are regularly 
made, and much attention is paid by the officers to the cleanliness of the wards and the 
comfort of the prisoners ; I found, however, a great deficiency in the article of clothing. 
The expense of regular dresses, agreeably to the provisions of the Prison Act, would be but 
trifling, notwithstanding which no articles of clothing were supplied, and the prisoners were 
in a deplorable degree of want in that respect ; almost the whole of the males and females 
were without shoes and stockings, and some almost naked ; I consequently availed myself 
of the power of supplying them under the provision of the 87th section; a power never 
exercised but in extreme cases. 

Some employment is provided for the prisoners on the male and female sides of the gaol, 
but not sufficient; there is no instruction whatever; and on the whole, although the officers 
fulfil their duties, and conduct the gaol in a creditable manner, so far as the means are 
placed within their power, it does not appear that the Board of Superintendence are either 
systematic in their attendance, or active in availing themselves of the means which they 
possess, or the power with which they are invested, to promote an improving system of 
prison discipline, or to afford to the prisoners the moral advantages to which they are 
entitled, under the humane provisions of the Act relating to prisons in Ireland, and which 
are fully afforded in other gaols. 

I should beg to offer the following suggestions, which did not escape the observations 
of Major Palmer in his Report of the last year, but which have not been acted upon : 

1st. That regular days of meeting should be adopted by the Board of Superintendence, 
together with a record of the proceedings of each day, as pointed out in the printed 
regulations for a county gaol. 

2d. That a school should be established for males and females. 

3d. That clothing should be regularly issued. 

4th. That a matron should be appointed with a salary. 

(These four suggestions are imperatively required by law.) 

5th. That uniform clothing should be supplied for the turnkeys, whose salaries are 
inadequate. 

The Board have adopted a code of bye-laws, and these deficiencies would be supplied if 
these bye-laws were carried into execution. 

County of Meath Gaol at Trim. 

THIS prison remains as it was at the period of our last Report. The new gaol is in so 
forward a state that it is almost unnecessary to report upon the old prison further than 
to express our approbation of the care of the officers, and an assurance, that when their 
exertions are called out in a more effective system, their services will be found valuable 
to the county. 

County of Meath Bridewells. 

THE new prisons at Kells and Navan are in a satisfactory state ; they contain ample 
accommodation for the prisoners, and the separation which the Prison Act requires. 



County of Monaghan Gaol. 

ALTHOUGH the Report of Major Palmer in the last year led me to suppose that this 
prison did not still hold the place which it had deserved to hold when I had last inspected 
it, I was much disappointed to find that the state of the whole establishment had so 
decidedly fallen off as I found it to have done ; and it appears to me that the inspector- 
general justly imputed the unfavourable change to the want of zeal or efficiency in the 
governor and turnkeys. 

The arrangements of the Board of Superintendence are made with much care, and 
founded on excellent bye-laws. The zeal of the local inspector has always been most 
apparent; indeed, many essential improvements have taken place since the period of my 
last inspection. The system, then, ought to produce the best results; but there is 
a want of efficiency in the practical officers, which is to be seen throughout all the details 

of 
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of duty, in the comparative want of cleanliness and regularity in the wards, in the mode North 

of serving the provisions, in the state of the bedding, and in fact in all the minutise which District, 

should distinguish a public institution. I found the tread-wheel under the direction of ' v ‘ 
a turnkey who was wholly ignorant of that species of labour, and indeed proved to be 
incapable of performing any part of his duty. 

I should respectfully recommend to the Grand Jury the appointment of additional officers 
as indispensable to the proper discharge of duty ; at present, the duties of the gate, of 
clerk, of interior turnkeys to the whole prison, of superintending the whole work in the 
yards, and the labour of the tread-wheel (seven hours a day), of the hospital, with the 
arduous duty of the watch (since the removal of the military guard), are to be executed by 
four officers, three of whom receive a salary of but 20 1 . a year each. Two of these officers 
are wholly occupied as clerks and outside turnkey, with the trifling addition of the hos- 
pital and master debtors’ ward, consequently the duty of all the criminal classes, pauper 
debtors, with the superintendence of the work and labour, together with their tour of the 
watch, fall upon two officers, to which they would be very inadequate if well qualified 
officers, much more so when one of them is worse than useless. 

The number of turnkeys employed in all the best regulated county gaols is much 
greater, on an average, double in proportion to the scale of duty ; and I do not hesitate to 
report to the Grand Jury, that the addition of least two turnkeys is essential to the 
effective discipline and order of the county gaol. 

Bridewell at Castle Blayney. 

THIS small prison is kept in that creditable state of order which has deserved from 
the inspectors-general the very favourable reports which have been made since its first 
establishment, and which they are fully enabled, on the late inspection, to repeat. 

The bridewell contains ample accommodation, with complete separation of males and 
females in their apartments and yards, and is supplied with every thing for the accommo- 
dation of prisoners which the law requires. 

Carrickmacross. 

I found this new bridewell in a considerable degree of progress; it is therefore unneces- 
sary to repeat the opinion of the inspector-general upon the state of the old place of 
confinement, the continuance of which could only be justified by the prospect of a new 
prison. 

County of "Roscommon Gaol. 

THIS prison remains in the same state in which it has been reported for several years. 

Any county gaol in which the Board of Superintendence do not systematically attend, and 
in which no system of bye-laws is established, must remain in a low state of discipline, and 
cannot bear comparison with the prisons of those counties in which these essentials are 
attended to, consequently in the gaol at Roscommon not one of the striking and benefi- 
cial effects of modern prison discipline, which the Legislature have contemplated as arising 
out of the provisions of the Prison Act, are even attempted. 

Since my last visit to this gaol, several additional officers have been appointed on the 
removal of the military guard, whom I found employed as a guard, and not blended with 
the general system of discipline. I communicated with the sheriff upon this subject, with 
whose consent the officers in question have been severally allotted as turnkeys to different 
wards, and the classification as well as the more efficient care of the prison have thus 
been provided for. 

There is no general kitchen in this gaol, and the mixed dietary, which requires cooking, 
is adopted, by which means it now presents the only instance in Ireland of a county gaol 
in which the cooking of provisions is carried on in ihe day-rooms. In county gaols in which 
a general kitchen has not been provided, the inconvenience is usually avoided by the 
adoption of the bread diet, which requires no cooking; the objection to which is, that 
throughout the counties that dietary averages at 5 d. or 6 d. per head, while the mixed 
diet is provided at from 2 £ d. to 3 \ d . ; but in this county are united the inconvenience of 
cooking in the day-rooms, with the expense of a high rate of dietary, as the contract for 
■the mixed diet amounts to 8 d., which in no other county in Ireland exceeds 3 f d. 

The contracts in this county call for the attention of the Grand Jury. The following 
statement of the cost of fuel appears by the Returns of last year, viz.

County of Tyrone Gaol, Omagh. 

THE arrangements in this county gaol are in strict conformity with the law, and the 
whole interior economy and government of it are highly satisfactory, and creditable to the 
county and to the officers. 

The principal object of attention is the active system of employment which is carried on 
jn the male side of the prison. The work principally consists of breaking stones ; some 
of the prisoners being employed as tailors, shoemakers, carpenters and weavers. A consi- 
derable benefit arises from the labour of the classes, of which a very accurate account is 
kept ; the saving to the public on the work of the last year amounting to the sum of 250 /. 

The females are lodged in the old prison, under the care of a qualified matron, and divided 
into three classes : they are employed in spinning, needlework and washing, performing 
the latter for the whole of the establishment; they are also instructed in reading by the 
matron. 

General clothing is issued to the male and female prisoners ; a system which we have in 
vain urged upon several other counties, and the beneficial effects of which are to be seen 
in a variety of ways : it is required by law, it is an act of justice to the prisoner, and the 
moral effects produced by the introduction of better habits are most important, whilst it is 
a measure essential to the creditable appearance of the classes. 1 should, however, respect- 
fully remind the Board of Superintendence, that the issue of party-coloured dresses has 
been disapproved in England and in this country in many respects; that it is in England 
illegal, except in the classes of convicted felons (4th Geo. 4, c. 64), and that the general 
sentiment of persons couversant with prison discipline is adverse to the issue in any case, 
as the effect (if any effect is produced) on the mind of a prisoner is injurious in its ten- 
dency. The character which should be raised by the system of prison discipline is degraded 
■by it, contrary to the liberal principle of the law respecting the prisons in this country. 

The local inspector, governor and other officers of this gaol, are effective and attentive 
to their respective duties. The turnkeys are sufficient in number, and each allotted to 
different parts of the gaol ; and they have been judiciously placed, without exception, in 
the duties of the classes, none being separately appointed as a guard. On the whole, the 
inspection of this gaol has been extremely gratifying, few county gaols being more justly 
entitled to a favourable report. 



County of Tyrone Bridewells. 



Clogher. 

THE old prison remains in the same state as when last reported ; but I was happy to 
find that the new bridewell was roofed in : this building contains every necessary accom- 
modation required by the Prison Act. 

Strabane. 

THIS prison remains without alteration. We have always found it in excellent order 
which does particular credit to the keeper, as the Board of Superintendence has not yet 
taken charge of the bridewells of this county. 

Dungannon. 

THIS new prison is at length occupied ; it is placed under the court-house, and cannot 
he deemed either a well situated or a well planned bridewell. It contains a yard, day-room 
and four large cells for male criminals, and the same accommodation for debtors, with a 
yard, day-room and cell for females, and rooms for the keeper. The inspection is imper- 
fect. I found it in tolerable order ; but until the bridewells of a county are arranged and 
regulated on an uniform plan by the Board of Superintendence of the county, and the 
officers trained in the county gaol and subject to the constant controul of the Board, they 
never can bear comparison with those counties in which that system is in operation. 

County of Westmeath Gaol, Mullingar. 

THIS new gaol has been occupied since my last inspection of the county, and is built 
°n the polygon principle, and contains nine classes, with 100 sleeping-cells, the governor’s 
°use being situated in the front and surrounded by an inspection gallery, which commands 
view of every class, and in which one turnkey is daily placed as a watch during the whole 
th ^ a y.' This practice much facilitates the superintendence of the work, and prevents 
1 e necessity ot occupying the time of every turnkey in overlooking the labour of his own 
ass. The old prison is now only occupied by debtors, who are not as yet divided into 
d ^f S6S *• ^ Ut ** * s * n . te ? l ‘ on fh e Board of Superintendence to remove the pauper 
e tors into the new building, and to place the female prisoners in two classes in the old 
E 3 gaol. 
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North gaol. The principal defect in this (which is altogether the best practical arrangement) is 

District. that the female yards will be overlooked from the windows of the master debtors ; this 

v ‘ can to a certain degree be remedied by placing louvres upon the windows. 

A general kitchen is in forwardness, and when in operation will much improve the system 
of the prison, particularly the state of the day-rooms, in which the cooking of the provisions 
is now carried on. It will then become practicablefo methodize the saving of the dietary, 
and to introduce that order and regularity which is to be seen in other county gaols, as 
well as to prevent the utensils from being kept in the day-rooms except during the hour of 
meals. 

The turnkeys are eight in number, and very properly all applied to the general interior 
discipline of the prison, none being employed exclusively as a guard; each officer is 
attached to particular wards in the prison. This excellent principle of separate duties 
and responsibility is not however carried on with sufficient distinctness, and on my inspec- 
tion I saw that the turnkey of one class was in the habit of passing through the other 
classes. I also found on my examining the turnkeys separately, that they could give but a 
confused account of their respective classes. The private rooms of the officers are defi- 
cient in cleanliness. 

The principal defect as yet existing in this prison is one which, if not overcome, will 
be a complete bar to improvement, and which is of fatal effect in rendering prisons attrac- 
tive to the description of characters who compose the inmates, viz. the want of employ- 
ment for the male prisoners. At present the yards are in a very wet state, from want of a 
good floor, and it would be quite necessary, without reference to the general expediency of 
carrying on the work of stone-breaking at a possible loss, to order a supply of stones suf- 
ficient for the purpose of giving a complete new floor to the yards and passages of the 
prison, and thus at once to effect that object, and at the same time to provide temporary 
employment for the prisoners, and to give a fair trial to that system of work. 

The female prison cannot be considered as yet arranged. I should most strongly urge 
on the Board the necessity of providing a regular system of prison dress for the women ; 
the cost would be a mere trifle, while the advantages will be found to be of a much more 
important nature than the mere appearance ; the moral effects are most decided, as it is 
found impracticable, without the aid of personal decency, to effect improvement in a female 
ward. I am concerned to state that, on examination, I cannot consider that the matron 
has done her duty ; she appears to be a respectable person, and I trust will, under more 
favourable circumstances, be disposed to commence a more active system, particularly in 
the instruction of her class. 

On the whole, I am gratified to see so good a gaol at Mullingar, and trust that when the 
system is completed it will do credit to the county. 

Moate Bridewell. 

THIS new prison contains considerable accommodation in yards and day-rooms, with ll 
cells ; it is now finished, but not furnished. I have pointed out to the Board of Superin- 
tendence the necessity of attending to this establishment, as the Act directs (7th Geo. 4, 
c. 74, s. 2). If a good system is at first introduced, the county will derive from it 
the benefit which the Legislature have contemplated in substituting effective small gaols 
for the former disgraceful dungeons in the quarter-sessions towns. It will be necessary 
that an active intelligent keeper should be appointed, and that the Board should require 
his being regularly trained in the county gaol. If these steps are not taken, and if this 
establishment is left to itself under the present keeper, the building of such a prison will 
prove to have been a most useless expense to the county. 



SOUTH DISTRICT. 



County of Carlow Gaol. 

South THE new gaol has been occupied since last inspection, and the arrangements made by 
District. the Board of Superintendence, and carried into effect by the local inspector and governor, 
“ v ' are very creditable to the county. Classification, and some employment by day, a single 
cell for each prisoner by night, hard labour at the tread-mill, and constant inspection, has 
taken the place of a mixture of classes, crowded cells and idleness ; a good school is car- 
ried on, and the female department is as usual conducted in the best manner by a qualified 
matron, and some ladies who occasionally visit. Some additional turnkeys have been 
appointed on the removal of the military, and the bread diet has been changed for meal and 
potatoes, which has created economy in the expenditure of the establishment. There are 
62 separate sleeping cells in the gaol. I would submit the following matters for con- 
sideration to the Board of Superintendence : 

No regular system of bye-laws has been yet established. 

The sewers require to be opened to the river, to make the yards dry and otherwise 
cleanse the prison. 

The tread-mill is not in good order. 
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There is no hospital furniture ; painting and repairs of doors are required in the old c ... 
prison. 1 south 

Some tables and forms are required for the new gaol, with twenty bedsteads to com- — 
plete the cells. 

One additional turnkey would provide for a better and more effectual inspection than 
can exist with the present number. 1 

An increased issue of clothing, especially for tried prisoners, would secure more order 
and cleanliness ; a new registry and work-book are also much wanted, and a better 
system of keeping the accounts of labour executed by the prisoners. 

I would also submit, that a gaol clerk would be useful in this large establishment. 



Provincial Lunatic Asylum. 

I visited this new asylum: it is finished, and will very soon be occupied, as his 
Excellency the Lord Lieutenant has appointed the officers. The building is commodious, 
and similar to those already erected in the North, and appears to be well executed. 



Tullow Bridewell. 

THIS bridewell is still used occasionally, but there is no paid keeper ; no furniture, and 
no food issued to the prisoners. 



County of Clare Gaol. 

THE gaol at Ennis was so crowded with prisoners at the time of inspection, in conse- 
quence of the disturbed state of the county, that a Report on the discipline would be useless 
in an ordinary case, as much regularity could not be expected ; but it is gratifying to see 
what a sound system can effect under the most adverse circumstances. There were 70 
untried felons in one class, confined in a small yard and day-room, yet the order, clean- 
lraess and good conduct of these prisoners was quite remarkable, and proved the advantage 
of discipline and moral government; they were not only respectful, but grateful to the go- 
vernor; and the school, and employment of stone-breaking, were continued as if the ordi- 
nary number of 20 were only in the class. We have always had occasion to report 
favourably of the management of this prison, and its present state proves the value (if proof 
were wanting) of the modern system of managing prisons. In this crowded state, of course 
many of the benefits of discipline are precluded, especially that of classification, and a single 
cell tor each prisoner at night, but a well qualified governor will remedy the evil as fa?as 
practicable (as m this instance) by increased inspection, with additional arrangements for 
school and employment. 

The Board of Superintendence had a meeting on the day of my inspection, and their atten- 
tion to the management of this establishment, and providing what is wanting when sug- 
gested to them, makes it unnecessary for me to mention particulars in this Report. Some 
additional buildings are to be commenced immediately, which will provide for more cells 
and accommodation for classification, especially for the female class, which has hitherto 
not been as efficiently attended to as the other departments, chiefly arising from their 
crowded state, with a matron by no means so well qualified as we meet with in other pri- 
sons. The hospital accommodation is too confined. There is a good tread-mill ■ also an 
excellent steam apparatus for cooking the food ; and all the interior arrangements are con- 
formable to law, and highly creditable to the officers of this prison. 

I beg to submit for the favourable consideration of the Grand Jury, a small addition to the 
salary of the clerk and turnkeys, as they have no allowance, and their pay is smaller than 
usual in other gaols. 

Kilrush. 

A new keeper has been appointed to this bridewell, who appears to be an intelligent 
officer, and I trust he will correct all the errors that have hitherto existed. His late ap- 
pointment cannot again be an excuse for the dirty state I found the prison in ; there was no 
regular registry, and everything in a state of confusion. The distance from the county 
gaol called for an increased attention from the keeper, as prisoners are often kept a consi- 
derable time in this new prison, and the accommodation provides for some classification 
and even employment. 

Six-mile Bridge. 

small prison is kept very clean, the returns regularly made, and the system quite 
red since Major Woodward’s last Report. The keeper has since been instructed by the 
governor of Ennis gaol, to whose attention and care is to be attributed the good order of 
tnis and the two following bridewells.

County of Cork Gaols. 

IN the last year’s Report on the county of Cork gaols, by my colleague, Major Woodward 
so full a statement was made of the benefits derived by the zealous and constant attention of 
the Board of Superintendence to all their public establishments, that it is only necessary for 
me to state that I witnessed the good effects of their care throughout the whole of mv 
inspection of the prisons in this extensive county, and I concur fully in the opinion, that the 
only security for permanent discipline is in the efforts of zealous Boards of country gen- 
tlemen watching over the interior economy and general management of their gaols, and 
applying remedies for evils as they occur. 

There is sufficient accommodation in this prison and the house of correction for all the 
purposes of classification and employment ; and the interior arrangements and duties of the 
officers and turnkeys, as laid down in a well digested set of bye-laws, are admirably adapted 
for the moral government of such establishments ; but the difficulty of procuring constant 
work for male prisoners, must ever act as a preventive to that improvement amongst the 
inmates, which may reasonably be expected where gaols are made places of punishment 
to the idle as well as of moral instruction. The Board held a meeting on the day of my 
inspection, and are much engaged on this subject, and deplore the difficulty of providing 
work. Should an opportunity occur of even temporary employment, I am certain they win 
anxiously take advantage of it, either by ordering the breaking of stones for the streets,, 
footpaths or county roads, and providing fine pounded stone for garden walks, or by such 
other local employments as may offer. There is a good tread-mill, and the female depart- 
ment is admirably conducted under a highly qualified matron, who instructs the inmates in 
schooling, work and washing, & c. &c. They are clothed and legally separated in classes, 
and attended to by a committee of ladies, who have always persevered in assisting the 
matron in their moral improvement. 

I would submit for the consideration of the Board, the propriety of enforcing attendance 
at school, to secure the advantage of the plan of each turnkey instructing his own class; at 
present many in each class do not attend, as it is entirely left to their own option, and con- 
sequently should a turnkey be idle, he has only to encourage the same disposition in pri- 
soners, and there could be no school. In most gaols attendance is imperative, or in case of 
refusal, the prisoners retire to their cells during school hours, to prevent the class from being 
disturbed, and to mark the total disapprobation of idleness and insubordination, where the 
law has provided for general instruction in every gaol. 

I would also submit for consideration the subject of giving a general gaol dress, or at 
least for all tried prisoners. 

I found the convicts divided amongst other classes, even with the untried. The governor 
stated as his reason, that he considered them more secure ; but the number of turnkeys 
so liberally granted by the county ought to be sufficient for the inspection and safety of 
this class. J 

There were some complaints as to the bread being often of a bad quality : the duty of 
examining the quality and quantity rests, by law, with the chaplains, and it is desirable that 
they should be particular in attending to this, and in stating in the visiting book whether 
they consider the food good, or inferior to the contract, which would preclude any just 
complaint, as, if of a bad quality, the local inspector would at once feel it his duty to 
remedy it. 

The numerous re-committals to this gaol (viz. 147 within the last year), I believe may be 
attributed greatly to the absence of constant employment from rising till bed-time, as 
where work exists it acts as a wholesome punishment to the idle, and produces occasional 
instances of a perseverance in future industry in the better disposed, or those not wholly 
depraved. I mention this as an inducement to the Board even to try work at a loss in 
a pecuniary way to the county; such a system -would, however, call for the utmost zeal 
and co-operation of every officer and turnkey in the gaols, and should it fail, after the 
liberal provision made by the Board in providing sufficient officers, I can only say it would 
be justly attributed to the want of zeal or qualifications in those officers. 

^ e i^°°^ S i an ^ ® ccounts of the county of Cork prisons are kept in a manner highly 
creditable, and worthy of example in other places. 

The hospi tal department is well arranged under the care of the surgeon, and the economy 
introduced is much to his credit. 

The officers were attentive to their duty, and I had reason to be much gratified with the 
general arrangements of the county prisons.

The following bridewells are defective, for the reasons assigned opposite each : 

Cove. — Too small; only two cells and one yard, but kept clean and regular by the 
keeper. 

Kinsale. — Has legal accommodation, and is kept tolerably clean ; but the windows are all 
accessible to the street for conversation and admission of spirits. 

Rosscarbery. — Windows accessible to the street, and no day-rooms ; but kept clean. 

Milktrcet. — Windows accessible to the street, and only one day-room and one yard. 

Kanturk. — Not quite so clean as it should be, but in every other respect regular and 
orderly ; the keeper promises more attention. 

Youghal. — No legal accommodation ; but a new prison js immediately to be erected by 
the corporation. 



Charleville. — An illegal dungeon ; but a new prison is about to be built. 



Lunatic Asylum. 

THIS large establishment for the lunatics and idiots of the county and city of Cork is 
well attended to by medical and other officers placed over it, and I am satisfied no abuse 
whatever exists in the treatment of the inmates; very few were under any restraint ; they 
are fed, clothed and provided with medical advice, and possess such comforts in their 
unhappy situation as a pauper institution can afford. There are 170 male patients, and 
166 females, and the accommodation afforded consists of 191 cells, with a few day-rooms 
and yards, but not sufficient for classifying disease. The controul of the institution is 
placed in the hands of the governors, and the payment of 3/. to the funds creates any 
person a governor. The funds are presented by the Grand Juries under an Act of Par- 
liament (27 Geo. 3, c. 39), but this is not imperative on them, and the expenses are nearly 
four thousand pounds annually, including officers, servants, diet, clothing, &c. There is 
about one acre and a half of garden, which employs only a few of the male patients, 
but the females have considerable occupation in making clothes for the whole of the 
inmates. 

I understand the county and city contemplate an application to Government to make 
this establishment a district asylum ; every other county in Ireland is attached to one, and 
I would strongly urge the adoption of the measure on the following grounds : 

The expense would not be increased, except for the purpose of additional ground, 
and erecting cells, and more accommodation for classifying disease would be provided 

Additional ground would be procured, so necessary to give healthy employment and 
a hope of curing the malady ; permanent governors would be obtained to manage and con- 
troul the whole ; a complete separation would be made from the accounts and management 
of the house of industry. 

Funds would be imperatively provided in due proportion from those reaping the advan- 
tages, and the patients would be better provided for, and their cure more attended to, than 
could be possible in a more private institution. 

I visited the house of industry, though not officially called upon, and it is but just to 
say, it appeared to me well regulated and kept in excellent order under the governors and 
resident officers, especially the hospitals. There were 980 inmates. 



Private Lunatic Asylums. 

Mr. Bull keeps a private asylum near Cork, which I visited; there were eight males 
and one female patient, who were all comforatably lodged and attended to. There appeared 
no undue restraint or abuse of any kind, and sufficient room for recreation. 

Doctor Osborne has commenced a private asylum, opened last year. There were nine 
males and seven females confined at my inspection, who appeared in every respect taken 
care of, without undue restraint or any abuse; there is sufficient accommodation for 
recreation, Sic. 

152. F 
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Convict Penitentiary House, Cork. 

South THIS is a Government prison, chiefly used for female convicts previous to embarkation 
District. bu t also contains a few male convicts, who from age, infirmity or other causes, were not 

v 1 sent to New South Wales. It is kept remarkably clean and orderly in every respect and 

conformable to law, much to the credit of the officers in charge. The prisoners are all 
employed at various works, are fed and clothed ; the expense for the daily food per head 
only comes to 3 \ d., and the whole interior economy is arranged in the best manner. 

Hulk Surprise, at Cove. 

THERE are two convict hulks stationed in Ireland, one in Dublin aud one in Cork 
Harbour, for the immediate reception of all male convicts as soon as possible after trial. 
Nothing can be more creditable to the arrangements of Dr. Trevor than the high state of 
discipline and order in those vessels. On my inspection of the hulk Surprise, 1 ° found the 
cleanliness, ventilation, dietary, cooking, hospital and sleeping arrangements all calculated 
for the legal comforts of the prisoners and the well-being of the establishment ; the pri- 
soners were employed at school when practicable, and the accounts well arranged to 
secure perspicuity and economy. 

The local inspector, superintendent and other officers are evidently well qualified 
attentive and zealous, as evinced by the entire system and general management. * 

City of Cork Gaol. 

THE general management of the city of Cork gaol has always been satisfactory, and con- 
tinues to call for a favourable report on the last inspection. Difficulties often exist in a large 
city as to employment for their prisoners, which do not apply to a county gaol ; but these 
are in a great degree surmounted by the zeal of the local inspector and the co-operation of 
the governor. There is sufficient accommodation to classify and provide a single cell for 
the average number of prisoners. There is a good tread-mill, which is particularly useful 
in large towns, and some stone-breaking, but not to the extent of giviug work to every 
prisoner. The female classes are well attended to by a qualified matron, clothed and 
employed at constant work and schooling. Bye-laws have been established, and the entire 
prison is in a state of cleanliness highly creditable. 

I would submit for the consideration of the Board of Superintendence that some addi- 
tional gaol dresses should be provided at least for the tried prisoners ; that the male 
school should be better provided for than at present, by making the turnkeys assist in this 
duty; and that the guard, now consisting of 13 additional persons to replace the military 
should be employed (in a considerable” degree at least) in the daily inspection of the 
classes and general moral government, which would be better security against escape than 
any exterior watch. The bread and milk is served at very irregular hours, on account of 
the irregularity of the contractors. 

City of Cork Bridewell. 

THIS small place of confinement is only used for temporary committals and for further 
examinations by the city magistrates ; it is kept clean, and protected by the city police. 
The prisoners are fed, and legal accommodation provided. 

County of Galway Gaol. 

WE have always had reason to report very favourably on the general appearance of this 
gaol, and the conduct of all the officers, and this year’s inspection has increased my 
opinion of their zeal and attention. The general cleanliness, the regularity and peaceable 
deportment of the prisoners, the classification and absence of complaints, all bespeak 
a permanent system of discipline in which I could not be deceived, and which would, if 
supported by hard labour on a tread-mill, with employment by stone-breaking or other 
work for every prisoner, by an efficient school, by a well-digested code of bye-laws, and 
above all, by the controlling and encouraging power of an attending Board of Superin- 
tendence, produce the very best effects, not only by punishing the idly disposed and 
depraved criminal, but by encouraging the reform of many not wholly past recovery, 
through the medium of good example, school instruction and industry. 

I regret to repeat in this Report, that not one of these all-important points are provided 
for in this piison; yet I have no doubt, that should the Board of Superintendence a°ree 
with me in their necessity, and represent the case to the Grand Jury, they will all be provided 
for at once, and the system put in force by the local inspector and governor, both of whom 
agree with me in all these points, and are not more anxious to enforce the discipline than to 
introduce the moral government I propose. 

I would therefore submit that the following things may be approved of and ordered by 
the Board of Superintendence : 

1st. A tread-mill to be erected, which is found practically useful in other gaols, and 
a few solitary cells. ° 

2d. That employment in stone-breaking and other work should be procured for all pri- 
soners, and a coarse suit of clothing at least for the tried prisoners. 

3d. That 
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3d. That an efficient schoolmaster should be provided, or that two additional turnkeys South 
may be appointed qualified to teach their own classes. District. 

4th. That the bye-laws recommended by the Court of King’s Bench should be adopted 
and enforced in the gaol. r 

5th. That the Board of Superintendence should (if they view with me the importance of 
it) occasionally, if not statedly, meet to enforce the regulations, and provide for what is 
necessary to execute them. 

In the mean time the local inspector has been kind enough, at my suggestion, to under- 
take to get hammers and some stones to be broken in the yards, as well as to commence 
schools, under the turnkeys, with a view of laying the result before the Board and Grand 
Jury as an experiment. A small steam apparatus should be erected to get rid of the pre- 
sent expensive diet of bread, and to introduce potatoes and meal. The privies in the 
inside of the gaol should be removed to the yards. 

The female classes are attended to by a qualified matron. The hospitals are well kept 
and economically managed by the surgeon, and the books and accounts remarkably 
neatly kept. J 

The respectable governor has thought proper to resign in favour of his son, and 
I think it but just to say, that I consider the young man well qualified for the office, and 
should the means of procuring work, &c. &c. be provided for him, I would expect from 
his zeal that the county of Galway gaol would do him much credit. 

County of Galway Bridewells. 



Gort. 

WE have always had reason to complain of the state of this bridewell; it has not legal 
accommodation, there being only two cells and one day-room for females, and one yard. 
Two day-rooms and a second yard should be added ; it is out of repair, and consequently 
cannot be kept in neat order. The keeper is an attentive officer. 

Loughrea. 

THE new bridewell is occupied, and contains all the accommodation required by law 
but is kept in a very filthy state ; some cells taken possession of by the keeper for his own 
use, and nothing regular : he has promised more attention in future, which prevents my 
submitting that his salary should be withheld. 3 

Clifden. 

THIS is a new bridewell, and contains all the legal accommodation : it is 40 miles from 
the county gaol, and indeed from any town, and should be remarkable for order and regu- 
larity. I found it much the reverse ; but the keeper had been in bed sick for many weeks, 
and an irresponsible person in charge, which causes some excuse. No copy of records are 
kept. The inspector, the Rev. Mr. Thomas, has kindly undertaken to have these matters 
corrected, and states it only as a temporary neglect caused by the keeper’s illness. 

Balinasloe. 

THIS small prison only contains two rooms and two small yards ; some cells should be 
built to make it legal. The prisoners are fed, and the returns correctly kept, and the keeper 
is attentive to his duty; some blankets are required. The keeper states that he is occa- 
sionally obliged to use irons, in consequence of the insecurity of the prison : this is a prac- 
tice almost unknown elsewhere, and not sanctioned by law, except in cases of attempts at 
escape, or great violence, and then to be reported to the magistrates for orders, and entered 
m a punishment-book ; but it does not appear a reasonable practice to place prisoners in 
irons, merely because a gaol is left insecure. 

Tuam. 

THIS is a new bridewell, only just occupied: it contains all the legal accommodation; 
the prisoners are fed, and the records are properly kept; but it was not as clean as it 
should be. A large sewer is much wanted to carry off the water from the yards, and the 
pump is only half sunk : the contractor should be called upon to finish these things, and 
to correct the chimnies, which smoke badlv. 

Woodford. 

THIS bridewell only consists of two cells and one yard, and is remarkably clean and 
neatly kept ; the returns are regularly made, and the prisoners fed, and the keeper attentive 
to his duty. 

Byrecourt. 

THIS new bridewell is almost finished, and will contain all the legal accommodation ; 
the old cell is still used for confinements, but is totally illegal as a prison even for a day.

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Town of Galway Gaol. 

Stmth THE proposed addition to this gaol has not yet been commenced ; the plan and site 
L>lstnct - . ? ave ” ow been approved of by his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, and the Board of Super- 
intendence (who met on the day of my inspection) have advertised for contractors, so that 
no further delay will occur to this necessary measure; and it is unnecessary ao-ain to give 
a detailed report of the deficiencies which prevent the law being enforced in°this prison - 
suffice it to say, there is no room for classification or employment ; there are but 16 cells’ 
there is no chapel, no hospital, no tread-mill, no school, or any possibility of making the 
gaol a place of punishment, discipline or reformation. 

A supply ot blankets and tickens are wanted, and the Board undertook to procure 
them. 1 

I found the prison clean, which is all that could be expected under the above circum- 
stances. Ihere is no matron, consequently the female class are not employed, instructed, 
or any discipline attempted. 

County of Kerry Gaol. 

SINCE last inspection, the additions to this gaol have been occupied ; but the furniture 
is not all finished, and consequently that system of classification and discipline to be pro- 
cured by increased accommodation has not yet been fully enforced ; no employment has 
yet been obtained except the tread-mill, which can only be used for those sentenced to 
hard labour ; no gaol dress for males or females has yet been issued, even to the tried pri- 
soners; and the school instruction and arrangements are not in that state that would justify 
me in reporting it even as a substitute for other work until such can be procured. The 
female classes are well attended to by a qualified matron, and I believe much benefit has 
been derived from her attention to her duty. 

The Board of Superintendence held a special meeting on one of the days of my inspec- 
tion, and I submitted to them such things as 1 considered necessary to be done for the 
good of this establishment; all of which they approved of, and resolved further to consider 
at a future meeting, preparatory to recommending them to the Grand Jury. The Board 
have adopted precisely the same system pursued in Cork county as to their taking char«-e 
of the county bridewells, and the consequence has been a great improvement, and°a sound 
system established, so as to prevent any abuse in this important department. 

The officers are attentive to their duty, and the local inspector expects that considerable 
improvements will take place when all the arrangements are finished consequent on occu- 
pying the additions, especially those benefits which arise from constant employment, school 
instruction and classification by day, and a single cell for each prisoner by night. The 
diet is still bread and milk ; a considerable saving would probably result by substituting 
potatoes. The sewers and pumps require some repairs, and this is of much importance to 
the cleanliness and regularity of the prison. It would also be desirable to inclose with 
a wall the yard in front of the prison. 

The number of turnkeys employed in place of the military guard are amply sufficient 
under a^ sound and well-regulated system, directed by an efficient governor, to insure 
perfect inspection, security and moral government, in all its branches; and should it fail 
after employment is provided, the blame will fall on the working officers of the gaol, and 
not tin the Board or Grand Jury, who have so liberally provided turnkeys for the purpose. 



Bridewells of the County Kerry. 

THE Grand Jury have amply provided for the minor prisons in this county, by erecting 
in every instance, new. and commodious bridewells, which are most creditable to the county 
and worthy of example. Their state is as follows, viz. 3

County of Kilkenny Gaol. 

THERE has been no alteration in the management of this gaol since we first inspected 
it in 1822. T found it exceedingly clean, and the interior arrangements creditable to the 
local inspector and governor ; but the architectural defects, want of facility of inspection, 
&c., with the want of employment for every male prisoner, remain unremedied ; and until 
this shall be effected, any good results cannot be looked for. Idleness in any situation of 
life, but more especially in a prison, produces much evil and mischief, and defeats the 

intentions

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intentions of the Legislature in the enactments for the improvement or punishment of South 
prisoners. There is, however, a good tread-wheel in this gaol ; and the female class are District. 

well attended to by a qualified matron ; they have work and school instruction ; and ' v 

I must say that the governor, Mr. Leigh, is anxious to provide employment for the 5 male 
prisoners, and loses no opportunity of doing so ; he is now engaged in trying the experi- 
ment of pounding chalk. 0 0 

A few of the Board of Superintendence were kind enough to meet me on my inspection, 
and, if practicable, will provide stone-breaking, or some other means of employment. 

There is a well-arranged school, and much employment arises from the exertions of the 
matron. 

I would submit for the consideration of the Board and Grand Jury, that all the female 
prisoners should be sent to the city house of correction, under the care of the matron, as 
it is now used bjr both counties, and thus provide for a perfect separation, and leave more 
accommodation for male prisoners in the county gaol, there being but 48 cells. This, with 
Major Woodward’s suggestion iu last year’s Report, to join the yards to the main building, 
and by staircases from each day-room to the yards, to facilitate inspection and ventilation 
of cells, would secure the means of better classification, and a ready access to the yards, 
should stone-breaking or other work be carried on in them. 

It might produce much economy to change all the diet from bread to potatoes ; and 
a gaol dress for the tried prisoners would secure more cleanliness and good order. 



Bridewell at Thomastoivn. 

THIS small bridewell has legal accommodation for separating the sexes, and few 
prisoners are sent there ; tables and forms are wanted. It was not as clean as it should be • 
but the keeper promises more attention. The pauper prisoners are fed, and the registry 
kept. 0 } 



County of Kilkenny Lunatic Asylum. 

THIS small asylum I found in a very creditable state of cleanliness ; there were eight 
females and nine male lunatics and idiots confined, and there did not appear any abuse or 
undue restraint. The medical officer attends regularly; but no provision is made for any 
other inspection. There could not be in so confined a place (as to ground and buildings) 
sufficient means to give work to the inmates, or such care as would'give hopes of final cure 
of the malady. 

The keeper has some pigs feeding here, which is a most unusual thing in any public 
•establishment, and indeed illegal ; it should be prevented at once. 

The Carlow lunatic asylum will be opened in spring, and I hope will relieve this county 
and city of their curable cases. 



City of Kilkenny Gaol. 

I found this city prison kept clean, and the prisoners employed at stone-breakino-, 
which has been continued now for two years, and has removed many evils that necessarily 
existed in a gaol so ill-constructed and devoid of legal accommodation. Constant work 
prevents some of the bad effects of want of classification : it prevents combination and 
evil communication ; it also decreases the number of prisoners, by making them dislike the 
gaol. I would strongly urge on the Board the continuance of this plan, and a watchful 
care that it shall not on any account be discontinued. 

The female department is attended to by the governor’s wife, as matron. They have 
some work and instruction, but not sufficient ; it would require (as in other gaols) the whole 
time of a matron to attend to these things. There is no school instruction for male prisoners. 

The chaplains, local inspector and governor are all zealous and attentive to their duty ; 
and it is only to be regretted that all the means of discipline are not provided. 

It is right I should state here the defects which I observed, lest it should be implied that 
the Inspectors-general of Prisons are satisfied with the stale of this gaol. 

There is but one yard that can be used for all classes of prisoners. There are only seven 
cells for male criminals, tried and untried ; some of the apartments are under the level of 
the street. The prisoners are all in one class, tried and untried, light and heavy crimes, 
without even an attempt at legal classification. There is no boundary wall, and the 
yard is surrounded by buildings giving every facility to escape. 

There is no tread-mill, chapel, hospital or public kitchen, and some flagging is required 
in the day-room. 

There is no gaol dress. The dietary might be economized much by substituting potatoes 
-for bread, if a kitchen was fitted up to boil them. 



City of Kilkenny House of Correction. 

THIS place of confinement properly belongs to the city, but is used in common by them 
and the county ; it is filled with male and female lunatics and idiots, and female prisoners 
committed by the local authorities. Under these circumstances, it cannot be called prac- 
tically a house of correction; and as a lunatic asylum, it is quite unsuitable with any view' 
of cure. We have frequently called the attention of the county and city Grand Jury to 
J 62 . F 3 these 
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South thfse facts, and suggested for consideration the propriety of using this building as a female 

District, prison for both counties, under the care of the matron of the county gaol, who is well 

' qualified for the office. In this case, the lunatics and idiots should be removed, and all 

male prisoners, when it would become an admirable female prison, with provision for 
regular discipline and moral government ; at present, it can only be considered as a house 
for paupers and idiots, and wholly unsuitable for carrying on a system of prison discipline. 
The cells and rooms are kept clean, and those confined were mostly employed. The 
keeper’s wife attends the females, but receives no salary ; nor could she with any effect 
instruct and attend to such a number of persons without an assistant. 

Some blankets and tickens are much wanted. 

On the day of inspection there were 18 lunatics and idiots, and 20 criminals confined. 

King’s County Gaol, Tullamore. 

THE entire system and discipline of this gaol calls for a most favourable report : every 
suggestion that we have made has been adopted by the Board and Grand Jury. To the 
zeal and attention of the Board of Superintendence is to be attributed the high state of 
order in which this gaol is now found, and which can only be supported by their continued 
care and regular controul of all matters connected with the county prisons. The officers 
are all attentive to their duty ; they have the advantage and guidance of a well-digested 
system of bye-laws established by the Board ; but on them devolves the duty of carrying 
them into effect, and of establishing that moral government from which alone can be 
expected the fruits of good order and reformation of the inmates. When prisoners feel that 
confinement is not only a state of degradation and punishment following upon crime, but 
affords opportunity to any individuals, by the influence of industrious habits, good exam- 
ple and instruction, to become better men and better members of society, they will cheer- 
fully avail themselves of such advantages. These are the great and valuable objects of 
prison discipline ; and should they not be attained in a prison so well provided with the 
means as in this county, it can only be attributed to a defect in the zeal or qualifications 
of the working officers. 

The advantages possessed by this establishment are as follow, and I detail them with a 
view to record for imitation what is necessary for every well regulated gaol. 

A Board of Superintendence that meet monthly, and a committee of that Board weekly. 

Sufficient accommodation, including legal classification, work-rooms, and a sleeping cell 
for each prisoner. 

Employment for every prisoner at stone-breaking or other work. 

A well-regulated school. 

The female department classed, employed and instructed under a highly qualified 
matron. 

A good code of bye-laws enforced by the Board. 

Clothing for every prisoner, male and female. 

A well-regulated general kitchen and economical dietary. 

A well-divided chapel and good hospital under sound regulations, and an attentive medi- 
cal officer. 

The Board met on the day of my inspection, and I communicated to them such minor 
regulations as appeared to me calculated to improve the discipline. 

I would also submit that the tread-mill removed from Parsonstown should be erected, 
and that the next Grand J ury should define the part of the gaol they wish to allocate as a 
house of correction, under the 89th clause of the Gaol Act. 

It is right to state that the local inspector is a zealous and attentive officer. 

Parsonstown Bridewell. 

THIS small prison is now in excellent order and well regulated, under the care of an 
efficient local inspector and a qualified keeper. There is not accommodation for numbers, 
nor are there means provided to execute that discipline so necessary where permanent con- 
finement exists. The Grand Jury have therefore wisely limited the period of imprisonment 
here, as the county gaol at Tullamore so amply provides for legal accommodation. 

The records are correctly kept, the furniture is complete, and the pauper prisoners are 
economically fed. There are only two day-rooms, two yards and eight cells in this gaol: 
many minor bridewells in Ireland possess more accommodation. The small tread-mill has 
been removed to Tullamore. 



County of Limerick Gaol. 

THIS was the first county gaol in Ireland that commenced acting on the modern system 
ot complying with the law in every particular, providing ample accommodation for classi- 
fication, employment, schooling and hard labour, and above all, that enjoyed the advan- 
tage of the effective controul of a Board of Superintendence, without which nothing can be 
e ectually and permanently done to secure a good system. Good officers may produce 
partial good, but they may become careless, and are liable to be removed and succeeded by 
bad ones ; but the effect of a Board of country gentlemen watching over the interests of 
t en county prisons, is a system of government which is permanent, and which extends to 
every branch of prison discipline ; correcting abuses as they creep in, securing the atten- 
0 tion 
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tion of officers, or encouraging good conduct in the prisoners, providing for every difficulty South 
by the exercise of an authority which cannot and ought not to rest with any public officer. District. 

and to which every inmate of the gaol looks up with respect and obeys with cheerfulness. ‘ * — - 

The Grand Jury in this county place that confidence in the Board which is essential to* 
secure good gaols, submitting every thing to their opinion, providing supplies on their 
order, and upholding their authority. That sound principle of prison discipline has been 
first accomplished in the county of Limerick, which has happily spread itself very generally 
through Ireland. Much evil cannot exist under such circumstances, and an inspecting 
officer has only to point out to the Board the real state of each prison in the county. 

The Board met on the day of my inspection, and I stated fully to them the subjects I 
wished to submit for their consideration, and their invariable attention to such suggestions 
make it quite unnecessary to lengthen this Report by a repetition of things minute in them- 
selves, though always of importance to the working of a public establishment. 

This gaol possesses sufficient accommodation for the average number of prisoners ; the 
legal classification is afforded ; there is a good tread-wheel, a well-arranged and efficient 
school ; the females are attended to and instructed by a qualified matron ; a good code of 
bye-laws is established. The diet is economically and well arranged, and the gaol records, 
books, &c. and the hospital well attended to. 

Under these circumstances, I have only again to repeat (what the Board are, I am aware, 
anxious about, if practicable,) the advantages of employment for every prisoner, a cheap 
aol dress, and such a distribution of the turnkeys as would secure a constant inspection 
uring the day, one of them being always present with each class, watching over their 
conduct, instructing them, preventing disorder or slovenliness, and by such means guard 
ing against the probability of escape. 

The governor should be particular in seeing the sentence to the tread-wheel duly executed 
when there is room, and ought in no instance to permit its being changed for other work, 
except by the surgeon’s written certificate or a positive order from the Board : a book 
should be kept recording all such alterations. 

The whole prison is kept clean and orderly, and the officers attentive to the duty at pre- 
sent allotted to them. 

I cannot conclude this Report without stating the advantages that have arisen to the 
bridewells of this county from the Board having taken them under their care and controul : 

L found them in general clean and orderly, and the keepers evidently under the idea that 
a watch was kept over them. 

District Lunatic Asylum. 

THE district lunatic asylums are now well known and approved of by the public, and 
have repeatedly been reported by us as being models of good management, particularly in 
respect to that cleanliness, regularity and system which is necessary in any public establish- 
ment, but which is peculiarly valuable in asylums for the care, relief and cure of a malady 
with which medical skill has much less to do than the effect of moral government, includ- 
ing employment for the mind and body, with that attention to classification and constant 
inspection which renders personal restraint almost wholly unnecessary. In all these 
respects these benevolent institutions are conspicuous, and have been so reported by many 
strangers who have visited them from England and the continent, and who have gone so 
far as to state that the care and cure of lunatics are better understood and practised in 
Ireland than in any part of the world. That the Limerick asylum is inferior to none, it 
is necessary to report, in common justice to the present managers, Mr. and Mrs. Jackson. 

The following is the state of the house during the last year :

The average number employed is 30 males and 60 females ; the males at garden labour, 
cleaning yards, pumping water and stone-breaking, and a few at weaving and shoemaking; 
the females in spinning, knitting and needlework. Much of the house clothing is made 
by them. 

Mr. Jackson states that this asylum has less ground attached to it than the others, and 
that had he a few acres more, great benefit would arise by giving more of that healthy and 
useful employment to the lunatics. 

The increasing number of incurable cases is the great evil to be avoided, as it precludes 
that classification of disease so necessary to cure; and what is worse, fills the house with 
such to the exclusion of recent cases, which by prompt treatment might be restored to 
society. One large wing added to this building would remedy the evil.

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County of Limerick Bridewells. 



Glynn. 

THIS is a new prison, and has sufficient accommodation, containing two day-rooms 
six cells and two yards ; it has the legal furniture ; the records are kept, and the pauper 
prisoners are fed ; it is not as neatly kept as it should be, but the keeper promises more 
attention. 

New Castle. 

THIS small bridewell has two day-rooms, four cells and two yards ; it is kept clean, and 
all the duty regularly performed by the keeper. The windows join the street, and com- 
munication can thus be had with the prisoners, which is a great evil, and they should be 
kept here as short a time as possible.

Rathkeale. 

THIS bridewell has more accommodation than others in the county ; there are three 
day-rooms, eight cells and three yards; the whole is kept by an intelligent active keeper 
remarkably well, and all the duty correctly performed. 

Bruff. 

I found this small prison in good order, clean and well attended in every particular by 
the keeper ; it contains two day-rooms, four cells and two yards. 

Croom. 

THERE are only two cells and one yard in this bridewell, under the care of an old man ; 
few prisoners are kept here, and it was clean, but not having legal accommodation, it can 
scarcely be denominated a prison, and unless added to, it should be handed over to the 
police as a guard-house. 



Kilfinnan. 

I found this new bridewell remarkably well kept, clean and orderly, having legal accom- 
modation and furniture, and all the regulations attended to by a correct keeper. There are 
two day-rooms, four cells and two yards. 

City of Limerick Gaol. 

THIS city gaol was some years since amongst the worst in Ireland, both in accommoda- 
tion and interior management, and it was one ot the first to be newly modelled by the 
constituted authorities of the city. Efficient officers were appointed, and arrangements 
made to add a commodious building ; economy was introduced in every department at once 
by the local inspector, under the sanction of the Board of Superintendence and Grand Jury, 
and every thing promised that it would become an example for discipline and good order. 
Many difficulties and delays have occurred unnecessary now to revert to ; but it is most 
gratifying to report, that in most material points that are practicable at present, this gaol 
is not only greatly improved and in good order, but if work can be obtained for every pri- 
soner, and a good school system established, it will be an example to others ; such not 
being the case, it only remains for me to report the advantages it does possess, and to sug- 
gest improvements for the consideration of the Board. 

There is sufficient legal accommodation in day-rooms and single cells for the average 
number of prisoners, and the classification is complete ; an arrangement is in progress for 
bringing water into the gaol, and an excellent alteration has been made by opening a gate- 
way for bringing; stones, Sec. into the prison; there is a good tread-wheel to execute the 
sentence of hard labour. The female department is placed under a matron, and all em- 
ployed. Nine turnkeys are employed with the view of providing for safe custody on the 
removal of the military guard. 

The diet is cooked in a steam kitchen, and the arrangements are well made and economical. 

The hospital department is well attended to and efficient. 

The plan introduced by the local inspector of obliging the turnkeys to take the gaol 
provisions (and pay for them) seems well adapted to secure their constant attendance and 
vigilance. 

The officers are all attentive to their duty. 

I would submit the following matters for consideration .• 

1. That stone-breaking, or some efficient employment for every prisoner, should be 
provided. 

2. That the turnkeys should be obliged to give school instruction to their classes. 

3. That a female turnkey should be appointed, qualified to instruct in reading and by 
this aid one officer would be always present with the female prisoners. 

4. That a saving might, I think, be made by reducing two turnkeys : the remaining number 
would answer all the purposes of inspection, and taking their turn in the night watch. 

5. That a dress ot cheap gaol clothing should be provided. 
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Lunatic Asylum House of Industry. 

THIS establishment contained at my inspection 41 female and 22 male incurable lunatics South 
and idiots ; they are clothed and fed as well as in other pauper establishments, and there District. 

appeared no undue restraint. The accommodation is however confined, and no sound ' * 

means can be used by employment, classification or otherwise, towards a cure of the 
malady. Mr. Jackson, of the provincial asylum, visits and frequently inspects this place. 

The house of industry appears well arranged, and was orderly and clean, considering its 
crowded state. ° 



County of Mayo Gaol. 

THE new gaol erecting at Castlebar is in a state of great forwardness, and is on the most 
improved plan, containing every accommodation the law requires. It is quite useless to 
repeat in detail to the Grand Jury the various wants in the old prison, which made it abso- 
lutely necessary to recommend a new prison ; suffice it to say that it contained not one of 
those things imperatively required by the Act of Parliament ; there could not even be an 
attempt at classification of crime, tried and untried were necessarily all together, without 
any security even against escape. There is no tread-mill, no work-rooms, no hospital, no 
chapel, and no means of discipline or moral government. It is highly creditable to the 
county that they have so amply provided for these defects by the presentment for the new 
gaol ; and I have great confidence in the officers of the present establishment, that nothing 
will be wanting on their part to conduct the new prison on the best system. 

The arrangements made by the governor to secure cleanliness and order at present, are 
very creditable to him, and a report on anything else would be useless, as it is impossible 
for him to do more. 

There is at present a good school, and the diet is economically arranged by the use of 
a small steam apparatus. 

The females are kept in a place called the house of correction, at some distance from the 
gaol, and where 47 lunatics and idiots are also lodged ; it is an old ill-constructed house, 
totally unsuitable for either class of inmates ; but as the new gaol and the lunatic asylum 
at Ballinasloe will provide for both, it is not requisite to make further comment. The 
inmates are, however, fed and clothed ; no cruelty or abuse exists in the treatment of the 
lunatics, and the apartments were as clean as could be expected ; two rooms of this 
building are allocated for an hospital, and so insecure as to require a guard. 

The Board held a meeting on the day of my inspection. 

Ballinrobe Bridewell. 

THIS bridewell contains three day-rooms, two yards and four cells; it is kept clean and 
rderly ; the pauper prisoners are fed, and the registry regularly kept ; the pump should be 
onished, and the front walls made higher to prevent any communication by the prisoners 
fiith persons in the street. Should it ever be considered necessary, a small addition could be 
easily made to this prison. 

Queen's County Gaol, Maryborough. 

MY colleague, Major Woodward, attended and assisted in the removal of prisoners from 
the old gaol to the present commodious building, and much praise is due to the Board of Su- 
perintendence for their zealous and effective exertions to establish a system on the best prin- 
ciples of prison discipline, and to support the liberal views of the county by a suitable establish- 
ment of officers, and by a comprehensive and excellent code of bye-laws. It was the particular 
object of the Board to avoid a great error, into which many counties have fallen, in not pro- 
viding for the constant employment of the whole of the prisoners, and with that view they 
were guided in the number of officers, and in the choice of the individuals to be appointed. 
The governor has in particular been taken from an institution in Dublin, which is distin- 
guished for the effective employment of its inmates, and selected from a number of candi- 
dates, in consequence of his reputed qualifications for conducting prison labour. 

The governor was not present at the time of my inspection, which makes it the more 
necessary, that on my first inspection of the gaol in which he is now placed, I should enter 
into a detail respecting the several branches of the system, and freely offer my suggestions 
to the Board. The first opening of any institution must be considered in some measure 
a matter of experiment, and after the lapse of the first year it may be necessary that the 
whole of the regulations and interior system should be well examined, and that such parts 
of them as are found to deviate from the Act of Parliament, or the spirit of the bye-laws, 
or not to work well, should be revised and corrected. 

This gaol contains legal accommodation and every provision for classification, work, and 
separate cells for each prisoner. The prison was remarkably clean. The female classes are 
attended to by a matron ; the officers appeared zealous and attentive to their duty ; the 
turnkeys attend to the schools in their classes ; there is a good tread-wheel, and employ- 
ment for some of the prisoners in weaving, lime-burning and shoemaking, and the diet is 
economically arranged and dressed by steam. These I consider to be the best points in this 
gaol; but in some things 1 cannot but think the practical details as far from being good, and 
likely, if persisted in, to produce confusion and want of discipline, if not abuse. I proceed 
to detail them, with the reasons for my opinion, to enable the Board to consider the subject,

V * » The tr ead-mill is n ot correctly and legitimately used, as many of those sentenced to hard 
labour are employed at other work, some of them even rewarded, by being appointed wards- 
men and cooks, and some are employed in the garden ; and it occasionally happens that 
some prisoners not sentenced to the tread-wheel, are placed on it to pump water, which is 
illegal : an instance may be shown possibly, in which there were none sentenced to hard 
labour, and thereby a case of necessity might be established ; but in such a case every pri- 
soner should assist by roster, which would remove any cause of complaint. 1 would suggest 
a positive order by the Board to forbid this practice, and that a book should be kept, statin^ 
daily the number on the tread-wheel, and the number of hours, according to the form of 
Schedule (F), which would agree with the registered sentences ; employment in a garden 
cannot be considered as hard labour or as a punishment. 

A large kitchen garden has been made within the walls of the prison, a thing unusual if 
not illegal, which is considered more objectionable by being made a source of profit. I was 
quite distressed at finding it not unusual for inhabitants of the town to call at the county 
gaol to purchase a few pennyworths of cabbages : but this is not even the worst effect of this 
practice, it opens a door for all manner of abuse and want of discipline, by bringing pri- 
soners of all classes and crimes together to work for the proprietor of the garden. 0 iTound 
some persons under sentence of hard labour actually at this work, with a turnkey employed 
to sell the vegetables. I am unwilling to enter further into this case. No work is preferable 
to such a system; and I should urge the Board to abolish the whole garden, with the excep- 
tion of a flower-garden in the front, and to have the surrounding walk gravelled. I do not 
wish to attach blame to the governor in these instances, as I am satisfied he means well 
and is anxious for the creditable state of his gaol ; but in both of the cases alluded to he is 
under a great mistake, if he imagines that they are calculated to forward sound discipline; 
they have quite an opposite tendency, and would be also a bad example for a suc- 
cessor in office. I would submit that lime-burning within the prison should be abandoned 
as Dr. Jaeob has much doubt of its being wholesome ; it cannot be carried on to such an 
extent as to give employment to more than a very few men, while the trifling sale has 
already brought idlers into the gaol, under pretence of looking at lime, when their real 
object was communication with the prisoners. I should recommend stone-breaking for the 
roads, pathways or gardens, instead of these works, and an increase of weaving* ; but in 
every instance, that each class should work in their own yards and day-rooms, under 
a turnkey to superintend the whole, as in Tullamore, without disturbing the legal classifi- 
cation ; at present, classification is only in name, as the prisoners are removed from their 
yards to the garden and lime-kiln, and frequently mixed together at their work. 

The few weavers complained of being kept at work until nine o’clock at night, and deprived 
ot schooling, because their work was profitable; this does not seem reasonable, nor equal 
justice to all. ' n 

The prisoners, I think justly, complained of being kept in their cells for several hours 
on Sunday ; thi 3 is unusual, and in my opinion not calculated to forward moral feelino- or 
good government, as it is felt as a punishment for no crime. ® 

The prisoners appeared slovenly, and not accustomed to parade in their yards for inspec- 
tion ot the officers, or to much order at their meals, no grace being usually said, as is a rule 
in a11 oth er ? a o*s- The blankets were not folded as neatly as in other places. I would 
recommend a gaol dress, at least for the tried prisoners, which would cost but a trifling 
sum ; the clothing for the hulks is now made up at 6 s. 10 d. per suit. 

• !? e ]T k T , have P ro P er rooms ; two of them occupy a room in the hospital, and two 
in the debtors class. If apartments cannot be allocated to them in part of the governor’s 
offices near to their duty, I would recommend their sleeping in one of the cells in their 
respective corridors, and in the room now used as an office, which was intended for 
a turnkey. 

A servant woman Is much wanted to keep the hospital dean, and a door should be onened 
to the rear. r 

The Board held a meeting on one of the days of my inspection, and I stated these things 
to them for consideration and it is right to state that I consider the local inspector, the 
chaplains and medical officers not only as attentive, but zealous in the discharge of every

seclusion by night, as well as by denial of all indulgence, amusement or free communi- 
cation with other prisoners ; it will then afford a valuable opportunity for reform, and for 
acquiring industrious habits : these advantages, however, can only be obtained where 
sufficient accommodation is provided. 

The Grand Jury have presented for a house of correction, which will amply provide for 
these wants ; and 1 hope that in a short time the results will amply repay to the county the 
expense and trouble which have been bestowed upon the building. 

It only remains for me to report the present state of the gaol, and to suggest some 
defects capable of improvement. I fully communicated with the Board of Superintendence 
at my inspection, and found in them every disposition to forward my views. 

The prison is kept clean, and no abuse exists in the system, except what is occasioned 
b.Y want of accommodation. The legal classification is provided for; there is a °- 0 od tread- 
wheel ; the females placed under a matron, and the officers are attentive to their duty ; the 
books are kept with regularity, and the diet good and just in quantity and quality. 

he delects chiefly arise from want of cells and work-rooms, and the total absence of 
employment for males and females ; the want of a well-regulated school and a good set of 
bye-laws, as well as an increase of well-qualified turnkeys, so that each class should be 
always under inspection. I would also suggest for consideration the economy that would 
arise by changing the diet from bread to potatoes. On all minor details, I have communi- 
cated with the Board of Superintendence. 

Bridewells of the County of Tipperary. 



AS far as it is practicable with the accommodation afforded, this gaol has improved in 
order and regularity, and every exertion has been made by the Board of Superintendence 
to make the best of an ill-constructed prison, which is generally so crowded as to preclude 
the possibility of introducing a system calculated to produce any good effect from a sen- 
tence to imprisonment. Imprisonment well conducted will act both as a punishment and 
as a means of improvement : but this can nnlv hv full j 



THIS bndewell is kept very dirty ; the keeper is a glazier, and constantly occupied at 
his trade and absent; there is but one day-room, five cells and two yards, and the day- 
room is chiefly occupied by the keeper. I consider him quite unqualified for the office 
from inattention.

THERE are two day-rooms, four cells and two yards in this small prison; it is kept 
clean, and the registry attended to. The windows of the cells open to the street, which 
admits of communication with prisoners : the front wall should be raised three feet higher

THIS is an old inefficient building: some of the cell windows and gratings open to the 
street ; it contains three day-rooms, nine cells and two yards ; is kept much better and 
cleaner than formerly, and the regulations attended to by the keeper. 

Burrisikane. 

THIS place is quite inadequate ; there is but one confined little yard, and one small day- 
room, with three cells in a filthy state, and no separation between males and females. 

The keeper has no registry of his prisoners, and is quite unqualified for his office. 

Netvport. 

THIS small prison is now in good order, and is kept clean and regular, but has not suffi- 
cient accommodation beyond the separation between males and fenuues ; very few prisoners 
are however placed in it. 

Lunatic Asylum. 

THIS pauper establishment, attached to the house of industry at Clonmel, is kept re- 
markably well, and the inmates treated with kindness, clothed and fed ; but in such confined 
accommodation no attempt can be made to cure the malady. A district asylum is about to 
be erected. There are 28 cells, and 49 patients confined here. 

The house of industry is a well-arranged institution, and very creditable to the county ; 
there is a tread-wheel for the vagrants who are committed to hard labour. 

City of Waterford. 

I found this small city prison clean and free from abuse or irregularity, so far as the 
officers are concerned; but there is no employment for the prisoners, no school or means of 
legal classification ; it is not a subject for any report, except to submit for consideration that 
those things should be provided for. I am satisfied that much good would be effected by 
strict discipline in the gaol, in lessening the number of persons committed as vagrants, and 
for other crimes so prevalent in large cities, if such persons be assured that the period of 
confinement they were sentenced to would be spent in labour by day and in a solitary cell 
at night : moral instruction, if attended to, always produces some effect. There are only 
14 cells in this gaol; there is a tread-wheel in the house of correction. 

The hospital requires some repairs, and were the present diet changed from bread to 
potatoes, a saving in the gaol expenditure would be the result. 

The females are confined in the house of correction. 

City House of Correction. 

THIS place of confinement is well kept and attended to in every particular ; there is 
room for four classes in yards and day-rooms, with 41 cells, and were all tried prisoners sent 
here from the city gaol, and placed under a steady system of discipline and employment, it 
would be less important to make the improvements recommended in the city gaol. 

There is a tread-mill and male school, but no other work for the men ; the females are 
employed at spinning and washing under a matron ; they are all clothed ; the officers 
attentive to their duty, and the prison remarkably clean. 

The Board of Superintendence meet monthly. 

Lunatic Asylum. 

I visited the lunatics confined in the house of industry of Waterford city, and found 
them taken care of, clothed and fed ; they were humanely treated, but the accommodation 
is too confined to afford either comfort or a hope of cure. The asylum to be erected at 
Clonmel will, however, relieve the county and city from most of these inmates. 

County of Waterford Gaol. 

I have every reason to be satisfied with the general good order of this gaol, as it respects 
the officers. The governor is zealous and intelligent, and the local inspector (whose controul 
extends to the county and city prisons) is a valuable officer, well informed on all subjects 
connected with gaol discipline, and anxious to establish a system conformable to law, and 
calculated to produce reformation amongst the prisoners. The most effective means, how- 
ever, have not as yet been provided, viz. employment for every prisoner, and school instruc- 
tion ; 
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tion ; local circumstances frequently make it difficult to procure employment, and I can South 
only suggest to the Board of Superintendence, that stone-breaking for the roads or streets District. 

is the usual mode resorted to, and should there be some pecuniary loss by this work, I am 1 v 

satisfied it would be amply repaid by lessening crime, as confinement would become a terror 
to the idle and depraved : school instruction can be at once obtained by appointing a quali- 
fied master; a general kitchen would economize the expenditure in the prison, by enabling 
the Board to substitute potatoes for bread in the dietary, and this saving would probably 
repay any loss that might accrue by stone-breaking : it is right, however, I should state, 
that this employment has been very profitable in some gaols. 

The hospital requires painting and some repairs. 

There is sufficient accommodation in this gaol for the average number of prisoners in 
day-rooms, yards and cells. There is a tread-wheel. The prisoners are clothed, and the 
female class is superintended by a matron, and they are employed at various works, but 
there is not sufficient room to classify them. Major Woodward’s suggestion of removing 
the females to the house of correction, would obviate this difficulty. 



Dungaroan Bridewell. 

THIS new bridewell contains two day-rooms, 10 cells and two yards. It is kept clean and 
regular; the pauper prisoners are fed, and the registry attended to; it requires painting, 
and iron doors instead of wooden ones. 



Lismore. 

VERY few prisoners are confined in this small bridewell, and the accommodation is not 
sufficient, there being only two rooms ; the windows open to the street, and there are no 
keeper’s apartments. If it is to be retained as a bridewell, an addition should be made to 
it ; it is not kept clean. 



Wexford County Gaol. 

THE Grand Jury of the county of Wexford having, on the suggestions of the Board of 
Superintendence, provided every thing that was required by law for the management of 
this county gaol, I have only to report, after a minute inspection, that I found every thing 
in a very creditable state, and the whole system carried on by the governor and the officers 
with regularity and good order. There were 33 criminals confined at the period of my 
inspection, and I think it is not improbable that one reason at least for this apparent reduc- 
tion of crime, may be the discovery made by the vagrants and idly disposed, that punish- 
ment, privation of luxuries, work, instruction, and solitude by night, awaits them in the 
prison, should their crimes bring them there. The following arrangements are made for 
conducting the discipline of the gaol. 

The Board meet twice in each month, and effectually controul the prison arrangements. 

There is sufficient accommodation in day-rooms, cells and yards, for legal classifica- 
tion. 

The is a tread-wheel, and occasionally work for other prisoners at stone-breaking. 

There is a good school, and the female classes are employed and instructed under 
a qualified matron. 

The Board of Superintendence met on the day of my inspection, and I suggested to 
them for consideration some minor details in discipline, which with their usual attention 
they adopted. 

A few suits of clothing are required, and it is desirable that a good code of bye-laws 
, should now be adopted; some economy might be effected by changing the bread for 
potato diet. 

New Ross Bridewell. 

THIS large bridewell contains two day-rooms, seven cells and two yards, with keeper’s 
apartments ; it is kept clean and regular. The pauper prisoners are fed, and the registry 
attended to. It requires painting, and it would be desirable to substitute iron instead of 
the wooden doors. 



Enniscorthy. 

THIS small bridewell has legal accommodation, and I found it exceedingly clean ; the 
registry of prisoners and their diet attended to, and the furniture complete. 



Gorey. 

THIS small bridewell is on the same scale as Enniscorthy, and is attended to by a qua- 
lified keeper, and well kept in every particular.

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W exford Lunatic Asylum. 

ON my official visit to the house of industry, I found s 4 male and e6 female lunatics 
, and idiots confined, where they are humanely treated, clothed and fed, and no abuse 
exists ; but such places do not afford any opportunity of looking forward to a cure of the 
malady, having no possible means of classification or employment ; and it will be satisfar 
tory 10 the county to know, that the Carlow Lunatic Asylum is now nearly completed' 
which will relieve them of many of their cases. 3 1 ’ 



County of Wicklow Gaol. 

NO alteration has taken place in this small prison since my last inspection of it The 
accommodation is limited, but the number of committals being few, there is provision 
made for separate sleeping cells for the average number of prisoners. The principa P | defects 
in the classification of prisoners are, that the master debtors are not separated from the poor 
class, and the misdemeanants, tried and untried, are placed together. 1 

The system is defective in the material object of giving general employment to the pri- 
soners, under the 104th section of the Prison Act. Some difficulties and discouraging 
circumstances exist in respect to the adoption of the most common branch of prison labouf 
the breaking and pounding of stones, the former for the repair of roads, the latter for 
manure ; at present, however, it would be important to carry on that work even to such an 
extent as to provide good flooring to the yards and insulating passag^f the gaol T Se 
discontinuance of net-making ,s to be regretted; it appeared to succeed well In this 
prison and the reasons assigned to me for its discontinuance are not satisfactory ; they are 
' : 1 d J“° ger 18 a PPI e '; ended of tha materials being converted to improper uses 

particularly to aid escapes This apprehension (if not groundless) is not very creditable to 
the state of discipline of the establishment, or to the vigilance and activity of the officers 
The second reason assigned is that the small number of the turnkeys does not afford the 
cessary means of superintendence of general and effective industry in the several classes 
This reason is well grounded : the number of turnkeys appointed bears no proportion to the 
officers in other gaols and it would be essential to an unmoved and really valuable system 
of prison discipline that two additional officers (at least) should be appointed. The safari 
might (as m several new county gaols) be fixed so low as so l. a year, the lower class of 
turnkeys having a prospect held out to them of succeeding to the higher scale of salaries 
as vacancies may occur. Unless such an arrangement is made, the gaol must remain 
a scene of total idleness, except in the case of the few persons upon the tread-wheel under 
a sentence of bard labour. The tread-wheel is conducted with regularity, but on the day 
of inspection but three prisoners were subject to hard labour. 8 J ° y
